of  indebtedness  and  authorizing  the  corporate  authorities 
of  the  Cit}'  of  Philadelpliia  to  make  the  necessary  an- 
nouncement by  public  advertisements  to  the  electors  as 
required  by  law,  and  directing  the  City  Commissioners  to 
prepare  and  distribute  the  necessaiw  ballots  as  provided 
in  the  Laws  of  Penrsylvania  governing  the  increase  of 
the  indebtedness  of  municipalities.

Kip  street,  from  Ontario  to  Tioga  street;  Lawrence  street, 
from  Ontario  to  Westmoreland  street;  Sixtli  street,  from 
Lycoming  street  to  a  point  fifty  feet  south  of  Hunting  Park 
avenue;  Lycoming  street,  from,  Reese  to  Sixth  street; 
Reese  street,  from  Luzerne  to  Lycoming  street;  Frazier 
street,  from  Wyalusing  to  Media  street;  Sixty-second 
street,  from  Vine  street  to  Girard  avenue;  Winton  street, 
from  Fourth  to  Fifth  street;  Old  York  road,  from  Ontario 
to  Tioga  street,  and  storm  water  conduit  on  School  street 
and  Ridge  avenue,  from  the  Norristown  Railroad  to  Wis- 
sahickon  creek. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  advertise,  according  to  law,  announcing  that 
bids  will  be  received  for  the  sewers  above  designated,  and 
he  shall  allot  them  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidders;  and  it 
shall  be  a  condition  of  said  contracts  that  the  contractors 
sihall  accept  the  sums  assessed  upon  and  charged  to  the 
properties  lying  upon  the  lines  of  said  sewers  in  manner 
and  form  authorized  by  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance

to  draw  warrants  for  street  intersections,  man-holes  and 
legal  deductions  in  the  construction  of  branch  sewers,"  ap- 
proved April  3,  1868,  to  be  charged  to  the  itemi  for  branch 
sewers  in  the  annual  appropriation  miade  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys):  Provided, 
however,  That  no  assessment  shall  be  charged  for  the  storm 
water  conduit  in  School  street  and  Ridge  avenue. 

Sect.  3.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public

or  subway  railway,  upon  the  following  route:  Beginning 
at  Delaware  avenue  and  Market  street;  thence  extending 
under  Market  street,  passing  around  the  Public  Build- 
ings, under  any  or  all  streets  bounding  the  same,  and  con- 
tinuing on  Market  street  to  the  County  line,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  they  may  desire  to  build,  with  the  right  to  come 
out  upon  the  surface  of  Market  street,  west  of  Twenty- 
second  street,  or  upon  pri^'ate  property  acquired  by  the 
Company,  and  to  connect  with  the  tracks  of  any  other 
passenger  railway  company;  said  railway  to  be  operated 
by  electricity  or  any  power  other  than  steam  which  the 
Board  of  Directors  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 
And  said  Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  upon  and 
occupy  ground  under  the  surface  of  ]\[arket  street  to  such 
extent  as  it  mav  deem  necessarv,  to  excavate  and  then 
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construct  a  subway  or  tunnel  of  sufficient  size  to  lay  rail:* 
and  construct  at  all  convenient  places  such  loops  under 
Market  street  on  each  side  of  the  Public  Buildings,  and 
such    sidings,    switches,    turnouts,    supports,    connections^, 
landing  places,  platforms,  stations,  and  all  convenient  ap- 
pliances tluit  it  may  deem  proper  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing and  conducting,  maintaining  and  operating  an 
underground  or  subway  railway,  and  authority  is  hereby 
given  to  the  said  Company  to  pass  under  all  intersecting 
streets  upon  the  line  of  the  above  route,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  a  continuous  route  from  one  end  to  the  other 
of  the  said  railway;  and  may  build  and  erect  such  l)uild- 
ings,  telegraphs  and  signals  and  all  other  requisite  and  con- 
venient appliances  upon  the  said    route    and    along    the 
grade  of  the  said  subway  as  may  be  required  for  the  con- 
venient, rapid  and  safe  operation  of  the  said  road.     The 
said  Company  shall  construct  in  its  subway  at  its  own  ex- 
pense and  furnish  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  all  neces- 
sary tubes  or  conduits  for  carrying    the   telegraph,  tele- 
phone and  fire  abrm  wires  which  shall  belong  to  or  bo 
owned  by  the  said  City  of  Pliiladelphia;  and  tlic  said  City 
of  Philadelphia  shall  at  all  times    have    free    access    to 
the  same  for  the  purpose  of  running  its  wires,  as  aforesaid, 
and  of  repairing  and  laying  the  same.     The  stations  along 
the  entire  line  shall  not  be  located  at  greater  distance 
than  one-half  mile  apart,  and  the  company  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  use  so  much  of  the  liiglnvays  adjacent  to  the 
said  stations  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  construct- 
ing safe  and  convenient  approaches  and  means  of  access 
thereto.     Tlie  tunnel  or  subway  hereby  authorized  to  be 
constructed  shall  have  the  crown  or  top  of  the  same  con- 
structed in  sucli  a  way  as  shall  thoroughly  sup]>ort  the  sur- 
face of  the  street,  and  secure  the  same  against  subsidence, 
and  in  the  building  of  the  said  tunnel  the  surface  of  the 
street  shall  be  interfered  with  as  little  as  possible.     The 
railway  shall  be  built  with  tlie  best  and  most  improved 
methods  of  deadening  sound  and  shall  be  in  all  cases  as 
nearly  as  possible  built  in  the  center  of  the  street,  and 
shall  be  of  such  size  as  may  be  requisite  and  proper  for 
the  convenient,  rapid  and  safe  operation  of  the  said  road. 
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The  company  sliall  readjust  at  their  own  expense  all  sew- 
ers, gas  and  water  jDipes,  street  and  sidewalk  pavements, 
and  other  municipal  structures  which  may  be  removed  or 
disturbed  in  the  building  of  the  said  subway  or  tunnel, 
and  shall  restore  the  same  when  disturbed  or  readjust  the 
same  to  a  condition  satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  and  all  other  private  property 
shall  be  interfered  with  and  damaged  as  little  as  possible; 
and  the  said  railway  company  shall  at  all  times  conform 
the  character  of  the  said  subway  or  tunnel  in  its  construc- 
tion to  any  revision  of  the  grade    of   the    streets    under 
which  the  same  shall  pass  whenever  said  revision  shall  be 
ordered  and  directed  by  an  ordinance  of  Councils.     The 
rate  of  fare  over  the  entire  line  shall  not  exceed  five  (5) 
cents.     Work  shall  be  begun  within  one  year  from  the 
j)assago  of  tliis  ordinance  and  completed  within  three  (3) 
jears  thereafter,  and  in  case  the  said  work  is  not  begun 
in  good  faith  and  completed  within  said  time,  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  null  and  void  unless  such  delay  be  caused 
by  strikes,  floods,  fire  or  other  causes  over  which  said  com- 
pany has  no  control.

thereon;  and  the  said  company  shall  file  a  bond,  in  form  to

from  Nineteenth  to  Twenty-first  street,  be  repaved  with 
vitrified  bricks  instead  of  sheet  asphaltum.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  Pneumatic  Transit  Company  to  lay  tubes, 
with  branches,  switches  and  electrical  conductors,  in 
certain  streets,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Pneumatic 
Transit  Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay  and  main- 
tain pneumatic  tubes  or  pipes,  and  to  lay  with  said  tubes 
or  pipes  electrical  conductors  for  the  uses  of  said  Com- 
pany in  the  following  streets:  Beginning  at  Ninth  and 
Market  streets,  on  Ninth  street  to  Spring  Garden  street, 
on  Spring  Garden  street  to  Sixth  street,  on  Sixth  street  to 
I'airmount  avenue,  on  Eairmount  avenue  to  Eighth  street, 
on  Eighth  street  to  Columbia  avenue,  on  Columbia  ave- 
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nue  to  west  of  Tenth  street.  Bcgimnng  at  Fifteenth  and 
Market  streets,  on  ]\Iarket  street  to  Sixteenth  street,  on 
Sixteenth  street  to  lAidlow  street,  on  Ludlow  street  to 
Seventeentli  street,  on  Seventeentli  street  to  Market  street, 
on  Market  street  to  Eighteenth  street,  on  Eighteenth  street 
to  iNorth  street,  on  iS'orth  street  to  JSTineteenth  street,  on 
Nineteenth  street  to  Oxford  street,  on  Oxford  street  to 
west  of  jSTineteenth  street.  Beginning  at  Eighteenth  and 
Market  streets,  on  Market  street  to  Thirty-eiglith  street, 
on  Thirty-eighth  street  to  LndloAV  street.  Beginning  at 
Sixteenth  and  Chestnut  streets,  on  Chestnut  street  to 
Eighteenth  street,  on  Eigliteenth  street,  from  ]\[arket  to 
Webster  street,  on  Webster  street  to  a  point  east  of  Eigh- 
teenth street.  Beginning  at  Tenth  and  Market  streets, 
on  Tenth  street  to  Washington  avenue,  on  Washington 
avenue  to  Xinth  street.  With  the  right  to  connect  the 
power  house  of  said  Company  with  the  lines  of  said  tubes 
if  located  within  one  square  of  said  lines.  And  the  said 
Company  shall  have  the  right  to  lay  and  maintain  branchea 
or  connections  with  the  main  tubes  connecting  said  tubes 
with  the  United  States  Post  Office  with  the  buildings  or 
places  of  business  along  the  lines  thereof,  for  the  trans- 
mission of  mail  matter  and  packages,  messages,  merchan- 
dise, etc. :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  as  granting  a  right  to  use  the  highways  for 
any  other  business  than  that  of  transmitting  mail  matter, 
messages,  parcels,  etc.,  through  pneumatic  tubes.  And 
said  Company  shall  also  have  the  right  to  construct  the 
switches  and  appliances,  branches,  manholes,  etc.,  neces- 
sary in  the  operation  and  management  of  said  system. 
The  said  tubes,  branches,  connections,  switches  and  other 
parts  shall  be  laid  and  constructed  in  such  man- 
ner as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  and  in  accordance  with  plans  to 
be  approved  by  the  said  Department,  and  the 
said  Company  shall  in  each  case  where  the  streets  are 
torn  up,  restore  the  streets  to  the  same  condition  in  which 
they  were  found.  The  work  of  laying  said  conduits,  here- 
in authorized,  shall  be  begun  within  twelve  months  after 
the  approval  of  this  ordinance,  and  be  completed  within 
five  years  from  said  approval,  after  which  time  the  right 
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tc  occupy  streets  not  already  actually  occupied  shall  cease- 
and  determine.  The  granting  of  this  right  to  the  said 
Company  shall,  however,  not  be  construed  as  giving  them 
the  exclusive  use  of  any  street  for  the  purpose  of  laying 
conduits  therein. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  said  Company  shall  break  a  street 
or  alley  on  whicli  an  improved  pavement  has  been  laid,, 
they  shall  repair  the  same  under  specifications  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  and  keep  it  in  repair  for  ten. 
years :  Provided,  Where  it  is  necessary  to  break  a  street 
paved  with  an  impro^^'ed  pavement  occupied  by  a  street 
passenger  railway  company,  they  shall  pay  into  the  City 
Treasury  the  price  paid  by  the  City  to  its  contractor  for 
repairing  such  pavement  for  each  square  yard  of  pavement 
broken,  and  five  per  cent,  in  addition  thereto  for  inspec- 
tion, and  shall  be  at  no  further  cost  and  expense  on  account 
thereof.  Wlienever  the  said  Company  shall  break  a  side- 
walk of  a  street,  they  shall  repair  the  same  in  an  approved 
manner,  and  keep  it  in  repair  for  three  years.  WTienever 
said  Company  shall  break  a  street  not  already  laid  with 
iniproved  pavement,  and  not  occupied  by  a  street  passenger 
railway,  the  roadbed  of  which  street  between  curbs  is  not 
more  than  twelve  feet,  they  shall  relay  same  with  an  im- 
proved pavement  under  specifications  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  rights  shall  vest  under  this  ordi- 
nance, the  said  Company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  the  City  of  Pliiladelphia,  in  form  to  be  approved  by 
the  City  Solicitor,  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  provis- 
ion of  any  ordinance  or  resolution  that  may  hereafter  be 
passed  by  Councils  imposing  a  reasonable  tax  or  license  fee 
upon  the  business  or  operations  of  said  Company,  and 
shall  also  enter  into  an  agreement  to  deliver  all  suitable 
matter  for  the  Departments  of  the  City  Government  free 
of  charge  to  the  City. 

Sect.  4.  Before  any  work  shall  be  done  under  this  ordi- 
nance, the  said  Company  shall  file  with  the  Mayor  its  bond 
in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  in 
form  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  conditioned 
that  it  will  indemnify  the  City  and  owners  of  property 
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against  any  and  all  damages  caused  by  the  construction  or 
operation  of  its  work,  and  for  the  faithful  perfoniiance 
of  all  the  provisions  and  agreements  of  this  ordinance  and 
with  tlie  provisions  of  an  ordinance  applicable  thereto,  ap- 
proved the  fifth  day  of  August,  1886,  entitled  "An  Ordi- 
nance regulating  the  construction  of  underground  wires, 
eh.'Ctrical  conductors,  conduits,  cables  and  tubes  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,"  and  all. the  ordinances  passed  or  to  be 
passed  relating  to  the  use,  occupation  and  repair  of  streets 
by  companies  laying  conduits  of  any  kind  thereunder,  and 
shall  also  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50) 
dollars  for  printing  this  ordinance.

Section  1.  The  Seled  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  be  authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  for 
the  construction  of  sewers  in  Ainslie  street,  from  Vaux  to 
Conrad  street;  Budd  street,  from  Aspen  street  to  a  point 
northward;  Carlton  street,  from  Fifteenth  street  to  a 
point  about  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven  feet  east 
thereof;  Eighteenth  street,  from  Porter  street  to  Oregon 
avenue;  Jackson  street,  from  Eighteenth  street  to  Pass- 
yunk  avenue;  Parrish  street,  from  Eifty-first  to  Eifty-sec- 
ond  street;  Price,  Narragansett  and  Rittenhouse  streets, 
from  Crittenden  street  to  Stenton  avenue;  Wolf  street, 
from  a  point  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  east  of 
Nineteenth  street  to  Nineteenth  street;  Wildey  street 
from  Palmer  street  to  Montgomery  avenue;  Montgomery 
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avenue,  fTom  Memphis  street  to  a  point  about  one  hundred 
and  twenty  feet  east  of  Tulip  street. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  advertise  according  to  law,  announcing;  that 
bids  will  be  received  for  the  sewers  above  designated,  and 
he  shall  allot  them  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidders  j  and 
it  shall  be  a  condition  of  said  contracts  that  the  contractors 
shall  accept  the  sums  assessed  upon  and  charged  to  the 
properties  lying  upon  the  lines  of  said  sewers  in  manner 
and  form  authorized  by  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
regulating  the  assessments  upon  property  for  the  construc- 
tion of  branch  culverts  or  drains,"  approved  May  12,  1866, 
and  supplement  thereto,  approved  Eebruary  16,  1869,  and 
any  excess  over  and  above  said  assessment,  in  addition  to 
that  provided  for  by  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  draw 
warrants  for  street  intersections,  manholes  and  legal  de-

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Union  Passenger 
Railway  Company  and  its  lessee,  he  requested  and  author- 
ized to  remove  its  tracks  and  trolley  system  from  Twenty- 
first  street,  between  Christian  street  and  Point  Breeze

That  Twenty-first  street,  from  IMarket  street 
southward  to  the  city  limits  shall  forever  remain  free  from 
tracks  of  any  street  passenger  railway  company,  and  in 
consideration  of  the  surrender  by  said  Union  Passenger 
Railway  Company  of  its  franchises  on  Twenty-first  street 
and  of  its  removal  of  said  tracks  therefrom  as  aforesaid, 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  agrees  that  no  consent  or  privilege 
to  construct  a  track  or  tracks  or  any  artificial  tramway  for 
the  conveyance  of  passengers  for  hire  upon  Twenty-first 
street,  south  of  Market  street,  or  to  run  any  cars,  omnibus- 
ses  or  other  lines  of  conveyance  upon  said  street  shall  be 
hereafter  granted  to  any  person  or  persons  or  body  politic.

to  Chelton  avenue,  all  with  single  or  double  tracks ;  also, 
on  Mouut  Airy  avenue  or  Germantown  and  Willow  Grove 
turnpike,  with  single  or  double  tracks,  from  Stenton  ave- 
nue to  City  Line  or  Cheltenham  avenue;  also,  beginning 
at  Mount  Airy  avenue  and  Cheltenham  avenue  or  City 
Line  with  single  or  double  tracks  on  Cheltenham  avenue 
to  Cresheim  aveinie  (City  Line),  on  Cresheim  avenue  to 
Germantown  avenue,  connecting  with  tracks  on  German- 
town  avenue ;  also,  with  single  or  double  tracks  on  ]\Iount 
Airy  avenue  from  Stenton  avenue  to  Germantown  avenue ; 
also,  along  Germantown  avenue  from  Mount  Airy  avenue 
to  Mount  Pleasant  avenue;  also,  on  Mount  Pleasant  ave- 
nue from  Chew  street  to  Cresheim  road ;  also,  with  single 
or  double  tracks  on  Chew  street,  from  Mount  Airy  avenue 
to  Chelton  avenue.  Also,  beginning  at  Hunting  Park  ave- 
nue, thence  with  double  tracks  along  Seventeenth  street  to 
Lehigh  avenue,  with  single  track  on  Indiana  avenue  from 
said  proposed  track  on  Seventeenth  street  to  Fifteenth 
street,  and  with  single  track  on  Sixteenth  street  from  In- 
diana avenue  to  Germantown  avenue;  also,  beginning  at

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Sect.  2.  Said  exteiisiou  to  be  operated  by  the  overhead 
trolley  system  in  connection  with  said  companies  present 
trolley  system,  and  subject  to  all  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  the  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  permitting  the 
Twenty-second  street  and  Allegheny  Avenue  Passenger 
Railway  Company  to  use  electric  motors  to  be  supplied 
from  overhead  wires,  and  to  erect  and  maintain  poles  to 
support  said  wires,"  approved  March  31st,  1892,  and  fifty 
(50)  dollars  to  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  said 
company  for  printing  this  ordinance.

on  the  south  side  of  the  City  Hall,  there  connecting  with  its 
tracks  and  thence  extending  south  on  Broad  street  to  Wal- 
nut street,  east  on  Walnut  street  to  Fifth  street,  thence 
cuiwing  north  on  to  Fifth  street  and  along  Fifth  street  to 
Arch  street ;  west  on  Arch  street  to  Broad  street ;  south  on 
Broad  street  to  Filbert  street,  on  the  north  side  of  the  City 
Hall,  there  connecting  with  its  tracks  and  also  connecting 
with  its  main  tracks  at  Fifth  and  ^Market  streets,  so  that 
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said  road  when  constructed  shall  have  two  tracks  on  Mar- 
ket street,  east  of  Broad  street,  and  four  tracks  on  Market 
street  west  of  Broad  street,  in  addition  to  the  tracks  herein 
expressly  authorized,  with  the  alternative  privilege  of 
using  Chestnut  street,  from  Broad  street  to  Fifth  street, 
instead  of  Walnut  street,  as  herein  authorized,  if  the  com- 
pany should  so  elect.

which  contract  shall  provide  that  the  said  company  shall 
keep  the  same  in  perpetual  good  repair,  and  shall  have  the 
perpetual  exclusiye  use  thereof,  in  order  to  carry  the  tracks 
connecting  its  tracks  in  the  subway  with  the  elevated  tracks 
to  be  constructed  west  of  the  subway  and  with  the  tracks 
of  surface  passenger  railways ;  and  in  the  construction  of 
its  road  the  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  use  that 
portion  of  said  Market  street  which  may  be  created  by  the 
widening  of  the  same. 

Sect.  3.  That  pennission  is  further  given  to  construct 
all  necessary  tubes  and  conduits  for  all  said  extensions, 
said  additional  roads,  or  branches,  and  said  tubes  and  con- 
duits to  be  constructed  in  all  respects  under  and  subject  to 
the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement.  Before  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect,  the  said  Railway  Company 
shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dol- 
lars for  printing  this  ordinance.

City  Datum,  instead  of  plus  83.3,  as  now  constructed,  in 
order  to  give  the  necessary  clearance  for  said  branch  under 
that  bridge;  to  build  a  bridge  over  Spring  Garden  street 
bridge  at  a  point  about  forty  (40)  feet  west  of  the  west 
house  line  of  Thirtieth  street,  making  the  underside  of  its 
said  bridge  at  such  an  elevation  as  to  give  a  clear  headroom 
of  fourteen  (14)  feet  above  the  grade  of  said  Spring  Gar- 
den street,  at  the  point  of  crossing;  to  build  a  bridge  over 
Market  street  immediately  east  of  Thirty-first  street  at

avenue  and  the  Philadelphia,  Bustleton  and  Trenton

To  revise  the  lines  and  gi'ades  of  Market  street,  from 
Twenty-second  to  Thirtieth  street,  and  to  open  the  addi- 
tional width ;  to  revise  the  grades  of  Twenty-third  street, 
from  Chestnut  to  Arch  street,  and  of  other  streets  adja- 
cent thereto  and  affected  by  said  revision,  and  to  author- 
ize the  Mayor  to  enter  security  for  the  payment  of  dam- 
ages caused  by  said  revision  and  widening. 

Section  1.    The  Select   and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Department  of 
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Public  Works  (Board  of  Surveyors)  be  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  Market  street,  from 
a  point  at  or  near  Twenty-second  street  to  a  point  west  of 
the  Schuylkill  river  and  east  of  Thirtieth  street,  by  elevat- 
ing the  grade  at  the  intersection  of  Twenty-third  street 
about  twelve  feet  in  order  to  ease  the  present  grades,  and 
by  adding  additional  width  to  the  north  side  of  said  Mar- 
ket street,  beginning  at  a  point  west  of  Twenty-second 
street  and  increasing  to  a  maximum  additional  width  of 
one  hundred  feet  at  a  point  over  the  Schuylkill  river,  and 
thence  diminishing  until  the  new  line  joins  the  old  line  at 
a  point  east  of  Thirtieth  street.  And  to  revise  the  grades 
of  Twenty-third  street,  from  Chestnut  to  Arch  street,  and 
of  other  adjacent  streets  to  conform  to  said  changes. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  confirmation  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors 
_,f  the  lines  and  grades  herein  authorized  to  be  revised  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  notify 
the  owners  of  property  along  Market  street  as  widened  that 
at  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  said 
notice  said  street  as  widened  will  be  required  for  public 
use. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  security  on  behalf  of  the  City 
for  the  payment  of  any  damages  which  may  be  assessed  by 
reason  of  the  revision  of  lines  and  grades  and  the  taking 
of  property  authorized  hereunder.  Upon  the  filing  of 
such  bond  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  forthwith  proceed  with  the  necessary  work  to  carry 
into  effect  the  changes  hereby  authorized.

Permitting  the  Philadelphia  Electric  Company,  a  corpora- 
tion organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, its  successors  and  assigns,  to  construct  and  to  ac- 
quire, to  maintain  and  operate  in,  along,  over,  across, 
through  and  under  all  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  underground  conduits,  w^ires,  man- 
holes, poles,  appliances  and  apparatus  for  the  supply  of 
light,  heat  and  power  by  electricity,  and  authorizing 
other  corporations  organized  to  supply  light,  heat  or 
]X)wer  by  electricity,  to  lease,  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
their  proj^erty,  rights  and  privileges  in  said  City  to  the 
said  The  Philadelphia  Electric  Company,  its  successors 
and  assigns. 

Section  1.  llie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and 
is  hereby  granted  to  The  Philadelphia  Electric  Company, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  to  enter  upon,  open,  occupy  and 
use  all  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining  and  operating 
underground  conduits,  erecting  poles  and  wires  overhead, 
constructing  the  necessary  manholes,  cables  and  conductors, 
appliances  and  apparatus,  and  making  connections  with 
existing  underground  and  overhead  services  and  systems, 
and  with  abutting  properties,  whose  o\vners  or  lessees  con- 
sent thereto,  for  the  purjx)se  of  furnishing  light,  heat  or 
power,  or  any  of  them,  derived  from  electricity,  to  the 
public  and  to  private  individuals  and  corporations  in  and 
throughout  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  And  the  Board  of 
Highway  Suj^ervisors  shall  locate  said  conduits,  wires, 
manholes,  poles,  cables  and  conductors,  and  all  such  work 
shall  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  Electrical  Bureau 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety.  The  said  company 
shall  repave  all  parts  of  such  streets  as  it  shall  break  open, 
and  restore  the  same  to  like  condition  to  that  before  broken 
by  said  company,  such  repairing  to  be  done  in  accordance 
with  the  specifications  in  use  in  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  for  such  stro(>ts,  and  to  be  guaranteed  to  be  kept  in 
good  order  for  a  period  of  five  years,  or  in  the  event  of  there 
21 
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being  a  guarantee  by  other  parties  for  a  longer  period,  then 
to  the  end  of  the  tenn  of  such  guarantee.  The  said  com- 
pany shall,  at  its  own  expense,  and  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety,  when  and  as  it  shall  construct  its  own 
underground  conduits,  provide  for  the  use  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  for  police,  fire  alarm  and  telephone  service, 
two  conduits  similar  to  those  now  in  use  by  the  City,  with 
the  necessary  manholes  for  the  same. 

The  company  is  also  hereby  authorized  to  purchase, 
lease  or  otherwise  acquire,  and  thereafter  use,  occupy, 
maintain  and  operate  the  underground  conduits,  wires, 
manholes,  poles  and  other  apparatus  and  property,  real  and 
personal,  rights  and  privileges  belonging  to  or  which  may 
hereafter  belong  to  any  corporations  authorized  to  furnish 
light,  heat  or  power  derived  from  electricity  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  said  corporations  being 
hereby  authorized  to  sell,  lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the 
same  to  the  said  The  Philadelphia  Electric  Company,  its 
successors  and  assigns. 

Before  this  ordinance  shall  go  into  effect  or  become  ope- 
rative in  any  way,  said  company  shall  give  to  the  City  its 
bond  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars,  the 
form  thereof  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  condi- 
tioned tliat  the  company  shall  faithfully  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  as  well  as  all  other  ordinances 
regulating  the  construction,  maintenance  and  extension  of 
electrical  conduits,  poles,  wires  and  lines,  and  license 
charges  thereon  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ;  and  shall  also 
before  exercising  any  of  the  privileges  in  this  ordinance, 
pay  fifty  (50)  dollars  to  the  City  Treasurer  for  printing 
this  ordinance. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  so  far  as  the  same 
are  inconsistent  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed.

Company  of  Philjfdelphia  for  said  purposes  to  construct 
manholes,  conduits,  cables,  wires,  poles  and  other  appli- 
ances in  said  streets  and  places,  and  the  same  to  maintain 
and  operate. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  permission  be  and  is 
hereby  granted  to  the  Keystone  Telephone  Company  of 
Philadelphia,  a  Pennsylvania  corporation,  to  open  streets, 
construct  conduits  and  manholes  and  erect  a  terminal  pole 
in  each  block,  and  to  lay,  erect,  maintain  and  operate  a 
conduit  system  of  cables,  wires,  electrical  conductors  and 
terminal  poles,  for  telephone  and  telegraph  purposes,  in, 
over,  across,  under,  through  and  along  the  streets  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  and  also  to  place  wires  for  said  pur- 
poses on  the  poles  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph 
System  of  said  City,  as  well  as  in  the  conduits  now  owned, 
or  liereafter  to  be  constructed,  by  the  City,  paying  such 
charges  or  rates  as  are  now  charged  for  such  privileges, 
and  also  to  construct  and  maintain  branch  and  house  top 
lines  after  the  consent  of  owners  or  occupants  of  the  prop- 
erty is  first  obtained,  to  its  stations,  and  also  to  the  place 
or  places  of  business  or  residence  of  any  person  leasing 
or  purchasing  the  right  to  use  said  telephones  or  wires. 
xVnd  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  shall  locate  said 
manholes,  terminal  poles,  conduits,  wires,  cables  and  con- 
ductors, and  all  said  work  shall  be  done  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau.     It  shall  be  the 
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duty  of  the  said  company  to  repave  over  all  openings  by 
it  made  in  the  work  of  constructing  conduits.  Such  repav- 
itig  in  the  case  of  each  opening  is  required  to  be  done  only 
tC'  the  extent  of  the  full  width  of  each  opening  along  the 
entire  length  thereof.  Such  repaying  shall  be  like  that 
on  the  street  and  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  in 
use  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  street  repairs 
in  the  locality  and  of  the  character  of  the  street  opened  by 
said  co]npany,  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall 
be  empowered  to  appoint  an  inspector  to  see  that  the  work 
is  done  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  of  the  De- 
partment, and  the  obligations  of  the  said  company  shall 
cease  on  the  filing  an  acceptance  of  the  inspector's  report 
or  on  failure  of  the  Department  to  notify  the  company 
within  twenty  days  of  any  objections  to  said  work.  That 
said  company,  its  successors  and  assigns  shall  during  the 
continuance  of  its  or  their  corporate  life,  provide  and  main- 
tain one  set  of  its  telephone  instruments  connecting  by 
special  trunk  wires,  sufiicient  in  numbers  and  satisfactory 
to  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  to  connect  its  ex- 
change with  said  Electrical  Bureau,  and  shall  furnish 
without  exi>ense  to  the  City  telephone  service  to  the  offices 
of  the  Mayor,  Director  of  Public  Works,  Director  of  Pub- 
lic Safety,  Clerks  of  Select  and  Common  Councils,  Select 
and  Common  Council  Chambers,  Bureaus  of  Boiler  In- 
spection, Building  Inspectors,  City  Property,  Highways, 
Health,  Police,  Survey,  Electrical,  City  Commissioners, 
Controller,  Treasurer,  District  Attorney,  Keceiver  of 
Taxes,  Recorder  of  Deeds,  Register  of  Wills,  Clerk  of 
Quarter  Sessions,  Board  of  Charities  and  Correction,  City 
Solicitor,  Coroner,  Board  of  Public  Education,  the  Girls 
and  Boys'  High  Schools  and  Girls'  Normal  School,  and  one 
of  the  school  buildings  in  each  section  that  the  Board  of 
Education  may  designate.  Sheriff,  Prothonotary,  Courts 
of  Common  Pleas,  Supreme  Court,  Orphans'  Court,  Board 
of  Revision  of  Taxes,  and  the  Presidents  of  both  branches 
of  Councils,  the  Chairmen  of  the  Finance,  Highways  and 
Surveys  Committees  of  Councils  at  their  places  of  business 
or  homes,  as  they  may  designate,  and  at  the  residences  of 
each  of  the  Chief  Clerks  of  Councils,  the  several  armories 
and  headquarters  of  the  ISTational  Guard  of  Pennsylvania, 
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and  office  of  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens.     The  said  com- 
pany shall  place  its  telephones  in  all  police  station  houses 
without  cost,  when  ordered  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  and  shall  thereby  furnish  to  its  subscribers  and 
patrons  free  communication  with  the  police  system.     Con- 
sent is  hereby  given  to  the  acquisition  by  said  corporation, 
by  purchase,  lease  or  otherwise,  of  the  underground  con- 
duits, poles,  wires,  appliances  and  apparatus  as  well  of  the 
Keystone  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  of  ISTew  Jer- 
sey, as  of  every  other  corporation,  firm  or  individual  that, 
under  any  ordinance  may  have  constructed,  or  which  may 
construct,  such  works  in  the  streets  and  other  places  of 
Philadelphia,  together  with  the  right  to  use  and  operate 
the  same,  with  all  the  powers  heretofore  conferred  upon 
such  corix>rations,  fimis  or  individuals,  and  in  addition, 
all  the  powers  of  this  ordinance  conferred.     The  said  in- 
dividuals, finns  or  corporations  that  may  construct  or  may 
have  constructed  any  underground  conduits  or  other  such 
works  or  buildings,  wires,  poles  or  appliances  for  use  in 
their  business,  are  hereby  authorized  to  lease  or  sell  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  the  same  to  the  said  Keystone  Tele- 
phone Company  of  Philadelphia,  and    said    company    is 
hereby  authorized  to  mortgage  all  property  herein  author- 
ized to  be  acquired  or  used,  and  to  confer  power  upon  the 
mortgagee,  in  case  of  sale  or  foreclosure,  to  cause  all  prop- 
erty so  mortgaged,  and  all  the  rights  and  powers  hereby 
conferred,  upon  the  mortgagor,  to  be  vested  in  the  pur- 
chaser, also  to  lease  any  portion  or  all  of  its  conduits,  poles 
or  wires  not  used  by  it  for  the  transaction  of  its  business 
to  any  other  corporation  having  authority  to  use  the  same, 
also  from  time  to  time  to-  use  exclusively  by  itself  and  by 
its^  lessees  such  of  said  conduits  as  may  be  actually  re- 
quired for  its  and  their  present  use,  and  to  retain  all  other 
conduits  for  further  use  by  itself  and  its  lessees  exclusively, 
free  and  clear  of  all  other  right  of  use  and  possession,  any 
ordinance  heretofore  passed  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing.    All  work  to  be  done  under  this  ordinance,  both  in  the 
construction  of  the  plant  and  in  the  maintenance  and  carry- 
ing on  of  the  business  under  the  same,  shall  at  all  times  be 
subject  to  the  ordinances  of  the  City,  now  in  force  or  which 
may  be  hereafter  passed,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  pro-

visions  of  this  ordinance,  relating  to  the  construction,  main- 
tenance, extension,  taxation  and  license  chargesof  telephone 
companies :  Pi'ovided,  however.  The  provisions  of  all  ordi- 
nances heretofore  passed  prohibiting  the  erection  of  poles 
and  wires  for  telephone  purposes,  in  so  far  as  they  may 
apply  to  the  streets  over  which  the  wires  authorized  are  to 
be  erected,  on  poles,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed : 
And  provided  further.  That  for  the  purpose  of  promptly 
serving  subscribers  in  the  suburban  parts  of  the  City,  that 
said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  erect  poles  and  wires 
for  temporary  use  in  the  districts  north  of  Susquehanna 
avenue,  south  of  Christian  street,  and  west  of  the  river 
Scliuylkill.  Any  and  all  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordi- 
nances, now  in  force  and  inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  2.  That  before  permission  shall  be  granted  to  said 
company,  it  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  City  in  the  sum  of 
fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars,  conditioned  that  said  com- 
pany shall  faithfully  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  and  with  all  other  ordinances  now  in  force  or 
hereafter  passed  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  relating  to  the  construction,  mainte- 
nance, extension,  taxation  and  license  charges  of  telephone 
companies,  which  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  City  So- 
licitor. Said  company  shall,  before  exercising  any  of  the 
privileges  under  this  ordinance,  first  pay  fifty  (50)  dollars 
into  the  City  Treasury  for  printing  thereof.

AIS^   ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  and  license  the  running  and  operating  of  au- 
tomobiles and  motor  vehicles,  whether  the  motive  power 
be  electricity,  steam,  gasoline,  or  any  source  of  energy 
other  than  human  or  animal  power. 

Section  1.    The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  from  and  after  the 
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passage  of  this  ordinance  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons,  firm  or  corjX)ration,  to  rnn  on,  over  and 
upon,  operate,  propel  or  drive,  or  cause  to  be  run,  operated, 
propelled  or  driven,  on,  over  and  uix>n  the  streets  or  high- 
ways of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  an  automobile,  motor 
vehicle,  tricycle,  or  other  conveyance,  carriage,  wagon,  en- 
gine or  machine,  the  motor  power  of  which  shall  be  elec- 
tricity, steam,  gasoline,  or  any  source  of  energy  other 
than  human  or  animal  power,  except  under  the  following 
restrictions  and  regulations:  First.  Before  any  vehicle 
coming  within  any  of  the  classes  described  above  shall  be 
allowed  or  suffered  to  be  riui,  operated,  propelled,  moved 
or  driven  on,  over  and  upon  the  public  streets,  lanes,  alleys 
or  highways  of  the  said  City,  a  certificate  shall  have  first 
been  procured  from  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
(Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection),  which  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  issue  such  certificate  upon  an  application 
in  writing  made  by  the  manufacturer  or  owner  thereof  to 
the  said  Bureau  on  a  properly  printed  form  to  be  provided 
by  the  said  Bureau,  such  certification  to  be  based  upon  the 
following  regulations  regarding  safety:  The  reservoirs, 
tubes  and  whatever  parts  employed  for  the  holdin.o-  of  ex- 
plosives or  inflammable  products  shall  be  so  constructed 
as  not  to  allow  the  escape  or  falling  out  of  any  material 
which  could  cause  an  explosion  or  a  fire.  The  steering 
gear  shall  be  so  grouped  that  the  driver  can  manipulate 
the  same  while  watching  his  route.  There  shall  be  noth- 
ing in  front  of  the  driver  to  obstruct  his  view,  and  the  in- 
dicating apparatus  shall  be  placed  where  he  can  easily  see 
it.  The  vehicle  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  respond  readily 
to  the  steering  gear  and  to  take  sharp  curves  easily.  Every 
part  of  the  steering  gear  shall  be  solidly  and  safely  con- 
structed. Automobiles  whose  dead  weight  shall  exceed  500 
poimds  shall  be  furnished  with  machinery  for  backward 
motion.  Every  automobile,  motor  vehicle,  tricycle  or  other 
conveyance,  carriage,  wagon,  engine  or  machine,  the  mo- 
tive power  of  which  shall  be  electricity,  steam,  gasoline  or 
other  source  of  energy  other  than  human  or  animal  power, 
shall  at  all  times,  when  run,  operated,  used  or  driven  upon 
the  streets  or  highways  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  be 
provided  with  a  good  and  sufficient  brake,  which  brake  or 
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a  separate  or  a  special  arrangement,  shall  make  it  possible 
to  check  any  forward  or  backward  motion,  and  suitable 
bell,  horn,  or  other  audible  signal,  which  shall  be  rung  or 
blown  by  the  operator  only  to  warn  other  vehicles  and 
travelers  upon  the  highways  of  his  approach  or  whenever 
there  is  danger  of  collision  or  accident.  They  shall  also 
be  provided  with  all  other  appliances  and  apparatus,  such 
as  sufficient  condensers  to  prevent  the  unnecessary  escape 
of  steam  or  vapor,  and  improved  mufflers,  etc.,  to  stop  any 
unnecessai-y  noise  in  the  operation  or  management  of  said 
vehicle  upon  the  highways.  This  certificate  that  automo- 
biles satisfy  the  conditions  before  mentioned  shall  be 
granted  by  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Bureau  of 
Boiler  Inspection)  at  the  request  of  the  manufacturer  or 
owner.  In  the  case  of  machines  manufactured  in  Phila- 
delphia the  manufacturer  shall  be  compelled  to  submit  to 
inspection  every  type  of  automobile  w^hich  he  has  con- 
strneted.  In  the  case  of  machines  manufactured  oiitside 
of  Philadelphia,  the  examinations  must  be  made  before 
they  can  be  used  in  Philadelphia,  at  such  place  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Bureau 
of  Boiler  Inspection).  Wlien  the  official  delegated  for  this 
work  has  ascertained  that  the  machine  in  question  satisfies 
all  the  foregoing  regulations,  he  will  draw  up  his  report, 
which  will  be  sworn  to  before  a  Magistrate,  or  person  duly 
authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and  wdiieh  will  be  for- 
warded to  the  manufacturer  or  the  owner.  The  manufac- 
turer shall  have  the  power  to  deliver  to  the  public  any 
number  of  carriages  constructed,  after  the  types  Avhicli 
have  been  certified  to  meet  all  requirements.  He  will  give 
every  one  of  them  its  proper  number  in  the  series  to  which 
it  belongs,  and  will  remit  to  the  buyer  a  copy  of  the  sworn 
certificate  that  the  vehicle  sold  conforms  to  the  municipal 
regulations.  Each  machine  shall  be  clearly  marked  with 
the  name  of  the  manufacturer,  the  indication  of  the  type 
and  the  certificate  number.  Owners  of  vehicles  shall  not 
permit  an  unlicensed  person  tO'  run  or  operate  such  vehicle 
upon  any  of  the  streets,  roads,  alleys,  lanes  or  highways  of 
the  said  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  shall  comply  in  ever)'' 
particular,  with  all  the  terms,  regulations  and  restrictions 
contained  in  this  or  any  other  ordinance  relating  to  the  run- 
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ning,  operating  or  managing  of  said  vehicles  upon  the 
streets  and  highways  of  the  said  City.  The  fee  for  such 
certification  as  described  to  be  paid  by  the  applicant  to  the 
Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection  shall  be  two  (2)  dollars.  In 
case  of  refusal  by  the  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection  to  grant 
a  sworn  certificate  stating  the  vehicle  presented  is  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  above  regulation  the  applicant  is  at  lib- 
erty to  appeal  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety. 

Sect.  2.  Ko  person  shall  drive  an  automobile  without 
first  obtaining  a  license  granted  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety.  The  fee  for  such  license  to  be  paid  by  the 
applicant  to  said  Department  shall  be  two  (2)  dollars  for 
the  first  year  and  one  (1)  dollar  per  year  thereafter, 
which  shall  include  the  cost  of  a  sign  bearing  the  number 
of  said  license.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  applicant  for 
such  license  to  funiish  the  said  Bureau  with  satisfactory 
evidence  of  his  competency,  his  name  and  residence,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Bureau  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  same  and  the  number  of  the  license  issued  to  each 
person.  If  any  owner  of  a  license  shall  remove  from  or 
change  his  address,  he  shall  forthwith  notify  in  writing  the 
said  Bureau  of  his  new  address,  otherwise  his  license  shall 
be  revoked.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Bureau  to  des- 
ignate proper  officers  to  inspect  and  examine  all  vehicles 
whose  owners  may  apply  for  a  certificate,  and  all  j^ersons 
who  apply  for  licenses,  and  report  to  the  said  Bureau 
whether  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  have  been  in  all 
particulars  complied  with.  Whereupon  the  chief  of  the 
said  Bureau  shall  decide  whether  such  certificate  or  license 
shall  be  issued  or  not. 

Sect.  3.  'No  person,  driver  or  operator  in  charge  of  any 
automobile  or  motor  vehicle  or  carriage  described  above, 
shall  drive,  operate,  move  or  permit  the  same  to  be  driven, 
operated  or  moved  on,  over  and  upon  any  public  street, 
alley,  highway,  road  or  driveway  in  the  built-up  ]X)rtion 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  at  a  rate  of  speed  greater 
than  seven  miles  per  hour,  and  within  all  other  parts  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  at  a  rate  of  s}>eed  greater  than 
eight   miles   per   hour.     Automobiles  shall  always  exhibit 
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during  the  period  while  in  use  from  one  hour  after  sunset 
to  one  hour  before  sunrise,  two  lamps  showing  white  lights 
visible  within  a  reasonable  distance  in  the  direction  toward 
which  the  vehicle  is  proceeding,  and  at  least  one  lamp  show- 
ing a  red  light  to  the  rear,  said  lamps  to  be  placed  so  as 
to  be  free  from  obstruction  to  light  from  other  parts  of 
said  vehicle,  and  eveiy  vehicle  described  above  shall  always 
display  or  cause  to  be  displayed  in  a  prominent  and  con- 
spicuous part  of  said  vehicle,  to  be  determined  by  the  said 
Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection,  a  sign  seven  inches  long  and 
four  inches  wide,  to  be  furnished  by  the  said  Bureau  of 
Boiler  Inspection,  bearing  the  license  number  of  its  driver. 
/S'ec't.  4.  The  driver  or  operator  in  charge  of  any  auto- 
mobile, motor  vehicle  or  other  carriage  described  above, 
shall  not  approach  any  curve  or  any  intersection  of  the 
highway  on  which  he  is  traveling,  nor  shall  he  pass  any 
vehicle  propelled  by  animal  power  at  a  rate  of  speed  ex- 
ceeding five  miles  per  hour  within  that  portion  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  bounded  by  Vine  street.  South  street.  Six- 
teenth street  and  the  Delaware  river,  and  within  the  built- 
up  portion  of  suburban  wards,  and  within  all  other  parts 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  at  a  rate  of  speed  greater  than 
eight  miles  per  hour,  and  the  said  driver  or  operator  shall 
stop  said  automobile,  motor  vehicle  or  other  carriage 
if  the  said  automobile,  motor  vehicle  or  other  carriage  is 
causing  the  horses  to  take  fright,  or  when  requested  by 
the  occupant  of  any  vehicle  propelled  by  animal  jwwer  to 
stop  until  such  other  vehicle  has  passed.  The  driver  or 
operator  of  said  automobile,  motor  vehicle  or  other  car- 
riage shall  be  governed  by  the  commonly  accepted  rules  of 
the  road,  turning  to  the  right  hand  side  in  meeting  vehicles 
and  teams  and  persons  moving  or  headed  in  the  direction 
opi^osite  to  that  in  which  he  is  moving,  and  by  turning  to 
the  left  hand  side  in  passing  vehicles,  teams  and  j>ersons 
moving  or  headed  in  the  same  direction  in  which  he  is 
moving.  The  driver  shall  never  leave  the  vehicle  without 
first  having  taken  necessaiy  precaution  for  preventing  any 
accident  and  for  subduing  the  noise  of  the  motor,  and  any 
one  tampering  with  an  automobile  or  any  other  vehicle  de- 
scribed above,  in  the  absence  of  its  occupants,  while  upon 
the  highway,  shall  be  immediately  arrested  for  a  breach  of 
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the  |>eace  and  disorderly  conduct.  In  case  of  failure  on 
the  part  of  the  manufacturer  or  owner  to  fulfill  all  of  the 
requirements  set  forth  in  the  application  upon  which  such 
certificate  was  issued,  the  manufacturer  or  owner  of  such 
vehicle  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for 
the  first  offense,  said  fine  to  be  levied  and  collected  as  like 
fines  are  now  levied  and  collected  by  law,  and  seventy-five 
(75)  dollars  for  each  succeeding  offense.  In  case  of  the 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  by  any 
person  operating  any  vehicle  a  fine  of  ten  (10)  dollars 
shall  be  imposed,  said  fine  to  be  levied  and  collected  as 
like  fines  are  now  levied  and  collected  by  law,  and  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  is  hereby  au- 
thorized in  his  discretion,  in  case  of  a  second  violation  of 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  in  addition  to  said 
fine,  to  sus}>end  said  license  for  a  j^eriod  not  longer  than 
thirty  (30)  days,  and  for  the  third  offense,  in  addition  to 
said  fine,  to  suspend  said  license  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
three  (3)  months,  and  for  any  succeeding  violation,  in  ad- 
dition to  said  fine,  he  may,  in  his  discretion,  suspend  said 
license  for  an  indefinite  period  or  revoke  the  same.  The 
clause  relating  to  issuing  of  licenses  shall  not  apply  to  driv- 
ers of  automobiles  from  other  cities  while  passing  through 
Philadelphia,  excepting  in  that  said  drivers  shall  remain 
within  the  city  limits  longer  than  forty-eight  hours.  Then 
they  shall  be  required  to  apply  for  a  license  as  hereinbefore 
provided.  jSTothing  contained  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
construed  to  apply  to  the  operation  or  running  of  trains 
and  cars  upon  the  steam  railroads  or  street  railroads. 

Sect.  5.  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  give  automobiles  any  special  rights  of  way  over 
any  highway,  and  that  the  mere  sounding  of  any  gong  or 
alarm  "signal  shall  not  in  any  way  indicate  any  special 
privilege  to  the  right  of  way,  or  any  necessity  for  any  other 
vehicles  or  pedestrians  to  yield  their  rights  to  the  highway 
as  existing  under  the  common  law.

To  authorize  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  to  enter  into 
a  lease  of  a  piece  of  ground  in  the  Twenty-seventh 
Ward,  with  John  A.  Barry. 

Whereas,  John  A.  Barry  offers  to  lease  a  piece  of 
ground  running  from  the  City  Yards  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Bridge  and  from  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Bridge  to  the  river,  located  on  the  west  side  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill river,  south  of  the  railroad  crossing,  which  is  now 
used  as  a  dumping  ground,  the  term  of  the  lease  to  be  for 
ten  (10)  years,  and  will  agree  to  fill,  level  and  properly 
grade  the  same  at  a  rental  of  two  hundred  (200)  dollars 
per  year,  and  will  give  security  for  the  proper  perform- 
ance of  the  work ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  Pub- 
lic Safety  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  a  lease 
with  John  A.  Barry  for  the  use  of  piece  of  ground  de- 
scribed in  the  above  Whereas  at  a  rental  of  two  hundred 
(200)  dollars  per  year  for  a  term  of  ten  years  from  De- 
cember 1st,  1902,  with  the  terms  and  conditions  as  set  forth 
in  the  preamble  above.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  J'hiludelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  srmi  of  five 
million  four  hundred  and  sixty-five  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  twenty-nine  (5,465,729)  dollars  and  fifty-seven 
(57)  cents  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the 
Department  of  City  Treasurer  for  the  year  1903. 
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General  Expenses. 

Item  1.  For  salaries  City  Treasurer  (fixed  by  Act  of  As- 
sembly), ten  thousand  (10,000;  dollars;  chief  clerk,  two 
thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars;  receiving  teller,  two 
thousand  (2,000)  dollars;  first  assistant  receiving  teller, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  (1,800)  dollars;  second  assist- 
ant receiving  teller,  one  thousand  two  hundred  (1,200) 
dollars;  paying  teller,  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars;  first 
assistant  paying  teller,  one  thousand  five  hundred  (1,500) 
dollars ;  second  assistant  paying  teller,  one  thousand  three 
hmidred  (1,300)  dollars;  bookkeeper,  two  thousand 
( 2,000 j  dollars;  assistant  bookkeeper,  one  thousand  two 
hundred  (1,200)  dollars;  warrant  clerk,  one  thousand  five 
hundred  (1,500)  dollars;  two  assistant  warrant  clerks,  one

To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Board  of  Public  Educa- 
tion for  the  year  1903. 

Sectio:n^  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  three 
million  nine  Inindred  and  ninety-three  tliousand  four  hun- 
dred and  twenty  (3,903,120)  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is 
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hereby  appropriated  to  the  Board  of  Public  Education  for 
the  year  1903.

No  part  of  this  item  shall  be  used  for  any  increase  in  salar- 
ies :  Provided,  also.  That  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries 
of  all  the  teachers  and  janitors  in  a  building  one  warrant 
shall  be  drawn  in  the  name  of  a  principal  who  shall  be 
designated  by  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  and  pay- 
ment to  the  teachers  and  janitors  shall  thereupon  be  made 
by  such  principal.

When  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  is  obliged  to  employ  labor  to  do  the  work  under 
neglected  or  annulled  contracts,  then  payment  /shall  be 
made  from  the  items  against  which  such  contracts  are 
charged,  and  the  amount  so  paid  charged  against  the  con- 
tractor on  the  amount  set  aside  for  such  neglected  or  an- 
nulled contracts. 

Sect.  10.  That  all  bids  shall  be  opened  and  all  contracts 
awarded  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  of  Councils 
having  supervision.  And  that  no  contracts  shall  be  entered 
into  extending  beyond  December  31,  1903,  without  the 
approval  of  Councils. 
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Sect.  11.  Warrants  shall  be  drawn  as  follows:  For  em- 
ployees of  the  City  Ice  Boats,  one  warrant,  payable 
monthly. 

For  the  Bureau  oi  Water:  For  employees  at  the  pump- 
ing stations,  one  warrant  for  each  station^  payment 
monthly. 

The  following  employees  in  the  Bureau  of  Water  to  be 
paid  semi-monthly:  For  the  employees  in  the  Purveyor's 
district,  one  warrant  for  each  district;  for  the  employees 
of  the  City  construction  and  repair  shop,  one  warrant ;  for 
the  employees  upon  the  improvement  for  distribution  and 
contingent  roll,  one  warrant;  for  the  employees  upon  the 
buildings,  grounds,  and  reservoir  roll,  one  warrant.  War- 
rants for  the  Director's  office  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Warrants  for 
the  City  Ice  Boats  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Superintendent, 
and  all  other  warrants  by  the  Chiefs  of  the  respective  Bu- 
reaus, and  shall  be  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works. 

Provided,  That  before  any  warrants  for  contract  work 
are  countersigned  by  the  City  Controller  the  contractor 
shall  file  an  affidavit  with  him  that  none  but  American 
citizens  have  been  employed  on  the  work,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  Councils,  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  for  the  employment  only  of  American  citi- 
zens by  contractors  doing  work  for  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia/' approved  by  the  Mayor,  December  16,  1896:  Pro- 
vided, fiirther,  That  in  work  in  which  the  cost  is  paid  whole 
or  in  part  from  the  assessment  of  benefits  the  affidavit  shall 
not  be  required:  Provided,  also,  All  salaried  employees 
in  this  Department  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  bona  fide  residents  of  this  City. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  authorize  the  purchase  of  tract  of  ground  in  Thirty- 
third  Ward,  for  Municipal  Hospital  purposes. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  City  Solicitor 
be  authorized  to  examine  the  title  to  all  that  certain  tract 
or  piece  of  land  situate  in  tlie  Thirty-third  Ward,  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  beginning  at  a  point  in  the  middle 
line  of  Second  street  at  a  point  distant  40  feet  southward 
from  the  north  side  of  Luzeme  street,  70  feet  wide ;  thence 
extending  along  the  middle  line  of  said  Second  street  north 
11°  8'  30"  east  1135  feet  to  a  point  in  the  middle  of  Ju- 
niata street,  100  feet  wide;  thence  extending  along  a  line 
the  middle  of  said  Juniata  street  south  78°  39'  east  1133 
feet  9^  inches  to  a  marble  comer  stone ;  thence  extending 
south  19°  34'  30''  east  82  feet  llf  inches  to  a  marble 
stone  at  an  angle;  thence  extending  south  10°  24'  30''  east 
483  feet  2^  inches  to  a  marble  comer  stone;  thence  ex- 
tending north  68°  39'  30"  east  763  feet  11^  inches  to  a 
marble  corner  stone;  thence  extending  south  28°  49'  25" 
east  1353  feet  8f  inches  to  a  point  in  the  middle  of  !Nice- 
town  lane ;  thence  extending  south  86°  1'  34"  west  92  feet

and  place  of  beginning;  containing  58.251  acres,  and  if 
he  approves  of  the  same  to  cause  a  conveyance  to  be  made

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  the  20th  inst., 
transmitting  a  copy  of  the  Ordinance  of  Councils  appro- 
priating $2,000  to  your  Department  for  the  year  1902, 
for  advertising  delinquent  tax  payers,  and  in  which  you 
refer  to  Bill  No.  156  (May  11,  1901,  P.  L.  188),  and 
Bill  No.  159  (May  13,  1901,  P.  L.  190)  of  the  Acts  of 
Assembly  of  this  State,  and  inquiring  whether  the  Act 
No.  156  is  in  any  way  at  variance  with  the  appropriation  of 
Councils,  I  reply  that  I  can  see  no  inconsistency  between 
the  appropriation  as  made  and  the  provisions  of  either  Act 
No.  156  or  Act  No.  159.  The  former  provides  a  maximum 
number  of  newspapers  in  which  public  notices  may  be 
advertised  in  this  City,  and  a  maximum  charge  for  adver- 
tising each  name,  and  the  latter  provides  that  daily  news- 
papers publishing  legal  advertisements  shall  establish  a 
uniform  rate  for  all  classes  of  legal  advertising,  which  shall 
in  no  case  exceed  the  regular  commercial  rates  of  such  daily 
newspapers. 


]N"eitber  of  these  enactments  is  in  conflict  witli  the  temis 
of  the  appropriation,  which  provides  that  said  advertising 
shall  not  be  done  in  more  than  two  newspapers  and  that 
no  warrant  shall  be  countersigned  exceeding  fifteen  cents 
for  all  advertising  of  each  name  in  any  ward.  I  cannot 
see  that  this  in  any  way  contravenes  the  provisions  of  the 
Acts  of  Assembly  to  which  yon  refer.

Deae  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  December  23d, 
inquiring  whether,  in  view  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  June 
4,  1901  (P.  L.  364),  claims  against  the  Eastern  Peni- 
tentiary and  against  several  churches  for  water-pipe  now 
laid,  can  be  collected,  and  Avhether  it  would  not  be  well  to 
pass  a  general  ordinance  directing  the  striking  off  of  such 
claims  rather  than  to  pass  individual  ordinances  for  that 
purpose,  I  reply,  that  by  Section  5  of  the  Act  in  question 
it  is  provided  that  public  property  used  for  public 
purposes  shall  not  be  subject  to  tax  claims  or  municipal 
claims,  and  that  actual  places  of  religious  worship, 
places  of  burial  not  held  for  private  or  corporate 
profit,  and  institutions  of  purely  public  charities, 
shall  not  be  subject  to  tax  or  municipal  claims, 
except  for  the  removal  of  nuisances,  for  sewer  claims  and 
sewer  connections,  or  for  the  recurbing,  paving,  repaving 
or  repairing  of  footways  in  front  thereof.  By  Section  41 
and  the  last  paragraph  of  Section  42  of  said  Act  it  is 
\made  applicable  to  claims  wherein  the  right  to  file  liens 
'adeemed  subsequent  to  the  date  of  its  approval  and  the 
existing   rights   of    other   claimants   under   the   law   are 


directed  to  remain  unaffected  by  its  passage,  and  all  claims 
properly  filed  thereunder  are  validated. 

In  reply  to  your  first  inquiry,  therefore,  whether  the 
claims  to  which  you  refer  cannot  be  collected,  I  would  say, 
that  if  such  claims  accrued  prior  to  June  4,  1901,  they  may 
be  collected;  if  they  accrued  subsequent  to  that  date  they 
cannot  be  collected.  In  the  opinion  of  this  Department, 
however,  Councils  have  the  power  to  direct  the  striking  off 
of  those  claims,  whether  collectible  or  not,  and  if  such  be 
Councils'  intention,  their  purpose  can  best  and  most  speed- 
ily be  carried  out  by  the  passage  of  a  general  ordinance 
directing  the  striking  off  of  all  similar  claims  against 
property  of  this  character.

]\Iy  Dear  Sir  : — To  your  inquiry  whether  funds  appro- 
priated to  the  Board  of  Public  Education  for  the  payment 
of  teachers'  salaries  and  saved  through  the  reduction  of 
the  salary  of  one  teacher  may  be  applied  to  increase  the 
salary  of  other  teachers;  or  whether  such  a  course  is  pre- 
vented by  the  proviso  attached  to  the  annual  appropria- 
tion to  the  Board  of  Public  Education  which  forbids  the 
increase  of  teachers'  salaries,  I  reply,  that  in  the  case  of 
Johnson  vs.  City,  47  Pa.,  381,  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Pennsylvania  stated  the  law  as  applicable  to  subjects  of  this 
character  in  the  following  terms :  "From  an  examination  of 
the  Acts  of  Assembly,  to  which  our  attention  has  been  di- 
rected in  this  case,  it  is  apparent  that  everything  pertaining 
to  the  public  schools,  within  the  City  and  County  of  Phila- 
delphia has  been  committed  to  the  Board  of  Controllers,  ex- 


•cepting  only  the  public  purse,  which  has  been  kept  care- 
fully in  the  hands  of  the  City  Council.  The  Controllers 
have  power  to  establish  schools,  to  provide  school  books,  to 
make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  the  schools, 
to  appoint  teachers,  and  to  fix  their  salaries,  but  they  have 
no  power  to  raise  or  appropriate  revenues.  *  *  *  The 
legislature  of  the  City  was  not  a  body  well  fitted  to  descend 
into  the  minute  details  of  the  system,  and  to  measure  out 
the  exact  sum  each  teacher  was  to  receive,  but  they  could 
classify  the  general  objects  of  expenditures,  of  which  teach- 
ers' salaries  would  be  one,  leaving  to  the  Controllers  the 
sub-division  of  the  sum  appropriated  to  that  object,  among 
the  several  individuals  entitled  to  share  in  it." 

In  the  recent  case  of  Comm.  ex  rel  O'Rourke  vs.  Davis, 
199  Pa.,  278,  the  foregoing  language  was  cited  with  ap- 
proval, and  the  Supreme  Court  further  said:  "The  finan- 
cial affairs  of  the  city  are  controlled  by  the  Councils,  and 
without  the  authority  of  that  body,  previously  obtained,  no 
funds  of  the  City  can  be  used  for  any  purpose.  That  must 
l)e  conceded.  But  having  appropriated  the  funds  for  school 
purposes,  the  duty  of  the  Councils  has  been  performed, 
and  that  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education  commences." 

In  the  last  cited  case  Councils  had  appropriated  the  sum 
of  $300,000  for  the  purchase  of  lots  and  the  erection  of 
new  school  buildings,  "subject  to  future  legislation  by 
Councils."  They  subsequently  directed  that  title  be  taken 
by  the  City  to  a  certain  school  lot  for  school  purposes.  The 
Board  of  Public  Education  refused  to  draw  a  warrant  for 
the  purchase  money  of  such  lot.  Upon  mandamus  pro- 
ceedings to  compel  the  Board  to  draw  a  warrant  for  the 
purchase  money,  it  was  held  that  the  selection  of  school 
sites  was  a  subject  within  the  exclusive  province  of  that 
Board,  and  that  it  could  not  be  compelled  to  use  funds 
appropriated  to  it  for  the  purchase  of  any  other  site  than 
the  one  selected  by  itself. 

These  authorities  in  conjunction  with  the  statutes  creat- 
ing the  Board  of  Public  Education  in  this  City  and  vest- 
ing powers  therein,  are  decisive  of  the  question ;  and  from 
them  it  seems  to  be  clear  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  proviso 
forbidding  the  increase  of  salaries  which  would  prevent 


the  use  of  the  money  to  which  you  refer  hy  adding  it  to 
the  saLaries  of  certain  teachers,  if  that  course  be  decided 
upon  by  the  Board  of  Public  Education.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  Janu- 
ary 2-ith,  asking  whether  the  Board  o¥  Prison  Inspectors 
can  be  required  to  forward  to  the  Board  of  Pardons  the 
monthly  list  of  prisoijers  entitled  to  commutation  before 
the  20tli  day  of  the  month,  I  would  say,  that  by  Section  3 
of  the  Act  of  May  11,  1901,  it  is  provided  that  "on  any 
day,  not  later  than  the  20th  day  of  each  month,"  the 
Board  of  Inspectors  shall  forward  such  list.  It  is  clear 
from  this  language  that  the  Board  cannot  be  required  to 
furnish  the  list  earlier  than  the  20th  day  of  the  month. 

If,  however,  it  were  desired  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the 
Bo^rd  of  Pardons  in  this  matter,  in  what  appears  from 
your  letter  to  be  a  temporary  exigency,  that  purpose  may 
be  accomplished  hj  holding  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Inspectors  of  the  Prison.  This  course  is  plainly  permis- 
sible under  Section  2  of  the  Act  of  April  14,  1835,  which 
provides  that  the  Inspectors  of  the  Prison  "shall  hold  stated 
meetings  once  a  month,  and  adjourned  and  special  meet- 
ings whenever  necessary."

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  inquiry  transmitting  communica- 
tion from  the  Director  of  the  Philadelphia  Museums, 
wherein  he  requests  that  a  certain  building  owned  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  on  Fourth  street,  below 
Walnut  street,  and  occupied  by  the  said  Museums,  shall 
be  relieved  of  taxes  and  water  rent,  and  submitting  to  this 
Department  the  question  whether  such  request  can  legally 
be  complied  with,  my  reply  is,  that  under  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  State  and  the  several  Acts  of  Assembly  bear- 
ing thereon,  it  is  required  that  all  taxes  shall  be  uniform 
upon  the  same  class  of  subjects  within  the  territorial  limits 
of  the  authority  levying  such  tax,  and  that  the  same  shall 
be  levied  and  collected  under  general  laws,  and  that  public 
property  used  for  public  purposes  is  exempt  from  taxation 
only  Avhen  so  used  by  the  owner  thereof. 

In  the  present  instance  it  appears  that  the  property  in 
question  is  owned  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company, 
but  is  leased  to  the  Philadelphia  Museums  at  a  nominal 
rental  of  $1.00  per  annum,  with  a  provision  that  the  latter 
institution  shall  pay  the  taxes  and  water  rent  assessed 
thereon. 

•  These  facts,  in  my  opinion,  are  not  such  as  would,  under 
the  legal  and  constitutional  provisions  above  referred  to, 
justify  Councils  in  relieving  the  said  premises  from 
taxation.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  the  31st  ult., 
relative  to  the  building  of  the  fire  station  on  Parrish  street, 
west  of  Fifteenth  street,  inquiring  whether  the  City  can 
be  restrained  from  building  upon  its  OAvn  lot,  or  compelled 
to  reimburse  the  owner  of  the  adjoining  lot  therefor,  I 
reply  that  from  your  letter  it  appears  that  the  City  is  not 
using  the  party  wall  in  the  erection  of  the  fire  station,  but 
is  building  entirely  upon  its  own  lot  on  an  independent 
wall  constructed  for  the  purpose.  If  this  be  so,  and  if 
such  independent  wall  be  of  proper  thickness  according  to 
law,  and  does  not  lean  upon  the  party  wall,  or  in  any  wise 
interfere  therewith,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  right  of  the 
City  sc  to  build  upon  its  o^vn  property  cannot  be  called 
in  question,  nor  can  tlie  adjoining  o^vner  claim  to  be  re- 
imbursed for  such  use  by  the  City  of  its  o^vn  premises.  If, 
hoAvever,  there  should  be  any  question  whether  the  con- 
tractor is  actually  using  the  party  wall,  it  would  be  ad- 
visable upon  the  part  of  your  Department  to  investigate 
the  matter  and  witlihold  from  the  contract  price  a  suffi- 
cient amount  to  cover  any  possible  liability  of  the  City  in 
case  it  should  be  ascertained  that  the  party  wall  has  been 
used  by  him.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  10th  inst.,  in  reference  to 
the  increase  of  salaries  of  certain  instructors  in  the  JSTorth- 
east  and  Central  Manual  Training  Schools  received.  You 
forward  to  me  also  a  communication  from  A.  F.  Ham- 
mond, Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  noti- 
fying you  of  the  election  of  certain  instructors  and  fixing 
their  salaries. 

It  is  not  a  violation  of  the  proviso  of  the  appropriation 
ordinance  where  the  individual  has  been  elected  to  another 
position,  or  is  required  to  perform  other  duties.  This  is 
in  effect  but  a  promotion  or  change  to  another  position, 
and  is  not  an  increase  of  salary  in  the  old  position.  While 
the  same  individual  may  be  receiving  more  money,  it 
cannot  be  considered  an  increase  of  salary,  but,  as  said 
above,  a  transfer  to  a  new  place. 

I  advise  you,  therefore,  that  you  are  justified  in  counter- 
signing a  warrant  for  an  individual  for  an  amount  larger 
than  he  may  have  previously  received,  where  such  is  in 
payment  for  services  in  a  new  position,  or  for  additional 
services  rendered.

Ueak  Sir: — I  herewith  return  contract  between  the 
City  and  Edwin  H.  Vare,  dated  September  21,  1900,  with 
the  supplements  thereto  which  you  have  sent  me,  with  the 
incfiiiry,  whether  the  subject  of  the  contract  is  such  that 
you  "\A'ould  be  legally  justified  in  certifying  the  same 
against  Items  Xo.  29  and  29^  of  the  ordinance  making  an 
appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
(Bureau  of  City  Proi>erty)  dated  December  30,  1901. 

The  contract  appears  to  be  for  work  and  labor  to  be  done 
and  performed  in  "grading  oif  and  filling  in  the  surface 
uf  the  site  of  League  Island  Park,  situated  between  Patti- 
son  and  Government  avenues,  and  between  Eleventh  and 
Twentieth  streets,  in  the  Twenty-sixth,  Thirty-sixth  and 
Thirty-ninth  Wards  of  said  City,  so  as  to  improve  and  fit 
it  for  park  purposes  under  the  direction  of  the  Bureau  of 
City  Property  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  ac- 
cording to  the  topographical  survey  thereof." 

Item  29  of  the  appropriation  to  the  Bureau  of  City 
Property  is  as  follows:  "For  the  im])rovement  of  League 
Island  Park,  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars:  Provided, 
Bills  for  1901  be  paid  out  of  this  item:  Provided,  also. 
Whenever  possible  work  shall  be  done  by  day  labor." 

Item  29-2-  i^  "i  these  words :  "For  excavating  and  dredg- 
ing League  Island  Park,  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars." 

The  language  of  the  contract  in  question  is  clearly 
within  the  purjx)ses  of  the  appropriation  in  Item  29i. 
The  words  of  the  a]opro]>riation  in  Item  29  are  also  suffi- 
ciently broad  to  cover  the  work  which  is  to  be  done  under 
this  contract.  It  will  be  noticed  that  this  work  is  not  only 
the  "grading  off,"  but  also  the  "filling  in"  of  the  surface 
of  the  site  of  Leagiie  Island  Park.  This  is  doubtless  an 
"improvement  of  League  Island  Park,"  and  as  such  is  in- 
cluded within  the  meaning:  of  the  lansuage  used  in  Item 
20. 
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I  would  advise  you,  therefore,  that  in  my  opinion  the 
\vording  of  the  contract  and  its  supplements  legally  meets 
the  requirements  of  the  items  of  appropriation  concern- 
ing vrhich  you  ask,  and  would  therefore  justify  you  in  cer- 
tifying to  the  same.

Deak  Sir  :— To  your  inquiry'  of  March  31st,  whether 
the  fact  that  the  occupations  of  the  fathers  of  children  vac- 
cinated by  the  vaccine  physicians  of  Philadelphia  were  not 
inserted  in  the  memoranda  and  bills  of  such  physicians, 
renders  their  bills  void  and  precludes  payment  for  their 
ser^'ices,  I  reply  in  the  negative. 

The  ordinance  governing  this  subject  does  provide  for 
the  insertion  of  the  occupations  of  the  parents  of  children 
vaccinated,  and  this  requirement,  as  far  as  possible,  should 
be  carefully  followed.  In  the  haste  and  stress  of  work, 
however,  during  the  present  epidemic,  it  is  readily  seen 
vj\\\  formalities  of  this  character  might  in  many  instances 
have  been  omitted.  In  such  circumstances  I  think  that 
this  provision  of  the  ordinance  may  be  regarded  as  merely 
directoi-y.  and  not  such  that  the  failure  to  comply  there- 
with Avould  invalidate  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  for 
the  services  rendered. 

I  ^\'ould  advise  you,  therefore,  that  in  the  opinion  of  this 
department  the  physicians  mentioned  by  you  should  be 
paid  without  deducting  from  their  compensation  any  al- 
lowance for  children  vaccinated,  but  the  occupations  of 
\diose  parents  were  omitted.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  enclosing  letter 
from  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  and  Mr.  C.  C. 
Adams  of  the  Postal  Telegraph  Cable  Company,  relative 
to  the  pajanent  by  that  company  to  the  City  of  the  sum  of 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven  (887)  dollars  and  fifty 
(50)  cents  and  inquiring  what  should  be  done  by  you  rela- 
tive to  the  repayment  of  this  money,  I  reply  that  I  cannot 
find  that  any  agreement  was  ever  entered  into,  as  stated  in 
said  letters,  that  this  account  should  not  be  settled  until 
after  certain  litigation  by  which  it  was  to  abide.  Mr. 
Adams  claims  that  the  money  was  paid  under  a  mistake, 
and  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt  that  this  is  true.  The  City 
claims  it,  however,  as  a  matter  of  right,  and  it  is  clear 
that  there  would  be  no  legal  right  upon  the  part  of  the 
Postal  Telegraph  Cable  Company  to  recover  it.  Mr.  Adams 
in  his  letter  concedes  that  it  could  not  be  repaid  except 
in  pursuance  of  an  Ordinance  of  Councils  for  that  pur- 
pose. In  the  concluding  paragraph  of  your  communication 
you  ask,  "will  you  kindly  advise  me  as  to  what  you  would 
recommend  should  be  done  in  the  premises."  I  think  you 
should  lay  the  matter  before  Councils  with  a  full  state- 
ment of  the  facts  involved,  and  allow  those  bodies  to  take 
such  action  as  they  may  deem  proper,  without  attempting 
to  influence  such  action  by  either  a  favorable  or  an  un- 
favorable recommendation  in  respect  to  the  Postal  Tele- 
irraph  Cable  Company's  claim.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the  con- 
struction of  Clause  24  of  the  general  provisions  attached 
to  the  specifications  for  cast  iron  water-pipe,  etc.,  under 
contract  kno^vn  as  "Contract  ISTo.  17,"  I  have  made  a 
thorough  examination  of  the  specifications  and  find  that 
they  cover  work  for  separate  pipe  lines  marked  from  "A 
to  J,''  each  of  the  said  pipe  lines  being  required  to  be 
finished  within  a  stipulated  number  of  months,  and  the 
charge  under  the  contract  being  at  so  much  per  ton  accord- 
ing to  the  character  of  pipe  used. 

Wliile  all  of  these  different  pipe  lines  have  been  in- 
cluded in  one  contract,  they  form  separate  divisible  con- 
tracts. The  Clause  referring  to  the  final  payment  and 
the  final  estimate  upon  which  that  final  payment  is  to  be 
made,  is  properly  construed  to  relate  to  each  of  these  pipe 
lines,  and  you  would  be  justified  in  countersigning  a  war- 
rant for  the  final  payment  based  upon  the  final  estimate 
as  to  any  one  of  the  separate  pipe  lines,  upon  the  Director 
certifying  that  the  work  for  any  particular  pipe  line  had 
been  completed  more  than  thirty  days  prior  thereto. 

The  proper  interpretation  of  Clause  24  permits  the 
Director,  thirty  days  after  the  completion  of  any  one  of 
the  pipe  lines,  to  make  a  final  estimate  as  to  that  particular 
pipe  line  and  draw  a  warrant  in  accordance  therewith  in 
favor  of  the  contractor.  This  would  apply  to  any  of  the 
contracts  where  they  are  separate  and  divisible,  and  do  not 
form  one  entire  and  indivisible  contract.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  of  April  Sth,  as  to  tiie 
Department  of  the  City  Government,  to  which  should  be 
addressed  an  application  by  the  Union  Traction  Company 
as  leasee  of  the  Philadelphia  City  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany to  substitute  a  new  style  of  rail  (grooved  rail)  upon 
its  tracks  on  Chestnut  and  Walnut  streets  and  on  Front 
and  Twenty-second  streets  between  Chestnut  and  Walnut 
streets ;  and  as  lessee  of  the  Ridge  Avenue  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company  with  regard  to  the  substitution  of  such  rail 
on  Arch  street  between  Tenth  and  Front  streets  I  reply 
that  the  Ordinance  of  July  1,  1857  (Ordinances  of  1857, 
p.  248),  provides  in  Section  2  that  passenger  railway  com- 
panies within  the  City  of  Philadelphia  "shall  submit  all 
proposed  plans,  courses,  styles  of  rails,  and  the  manner  of 
laying  the  same,  to  the  Board  of  Surveys  and  Regulations, 
for  their  approval  and  sanction,  which  shall  be  obtained 
before  they  proceed  to  break  ground  or  occupy  any  of  the 
highways  as  aforesaid,"  While  this  provision  would  seem 
to  apply  literally  only  to  the  original  construction  of  tlie 
road,  in  the  absence  of  power  lodged  elsewhere  relative  to 
those  necessary  changes  which  in  the  course  of  time  and  in 
the  progress  of  improvement  must  be  looked  for,  I  think 
that  so  far  as  concerns  this  ordinance,  the  power  thereby 
vested  in  the  Board  of  Surveys  should  be  regarded  as  a 
continuing  one. 

The  Ordinance  of  March  16,  1893  (Ordinances,  1893, 
p.  34),  authorizing  the  Ridge  Avenue  Passenger  Railway 
Company  and  its  lessee  to  use  electric  motors,  provides 
"that  in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  their  road  bed, 
cars  or  trolley  system,  all  kinds  and  character  of  materials, 
supplies,  or  workmanship,  plans,  profiles,  elevations,  de- 
signs, etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  way  at  all  times  to  the 
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approval  and  inspection  of  the  Departments  of  Public 
Works  and  Public  Safety."  A  similar  provision  is  found 
in  the  Ordinance  of  March  30,  1893  (p.  134),  which  per- 
mits the  Philadelphia  City  Passenger  Railway  Company 
and  the  Philadelphia  Traction  Company  to  use  electric 
wires  upon  the  route  of  the  former. 

The  Ridge  Avenue  Passenger  Railway  Company  is  the 
outgrowth  of  the  Girard  College  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany, which  was  incorporated  by  Act  of  Assembly  of  April 
ISj'lSoS,  P.  L.  300.  By  the  terms  of  Section's  of  that 
Act  said  Company  was  expressly  made  subject  to  the  Or- 
dinance of  July  7,  1857,  above  referred  to.  The  Phila- 
delphia City  Passenger  Railway  Company  was  also  made 
subject  to  this  ordinance  by  Section  1  of  its  Act  of  Incor- 
poration (March  26,  1859,  P.  L.  243).  By  a  supplement 
to  this  Act  passed  March  31,  1859,  P.  L.  325,  the  pro- 
;vision  of  the  Ordinance  of  July  7,  1857,  requiring  the 
proposed  plans,  courses,  styles  of  rails,  and  the  manner 
of  laying  the  same,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Sur- 
veys and  Regulations  was  repealed,  and  the  Philadelphia 
City  Passenger  Railway  Company  was  authorized  and 
directed  to  lay  their  said  railway  substantially  with  the 
form  and  gauge  of  rail  and  in  the  mode  and  manner  of 
laying  the  same,  "as  are  now  used  by  the  Frankford  and 
Southwark  Passenger  Railway  Company."  This  provision 
would  seem  to  have  been  intended  as  a  permissive  one 
authorizing  the  railway  company  to  use  a  certain  kind  of 
rail  independently  of  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Surveys. 

I  do  not  think  that  it  should  be  so  construed  as  to  re- 
quire said  Company  to  continue  indefinitely  using  the  kind 
of  rail  then  specified,  if  the  City  consent  to  a  change  to 
some  other  kind  of  rail ;  but,  if  the  Act  originally  had  such 
a  purpose,  I  think  it  should  be  held  to  have  been  enlarged 
by  subsequent  legislation  remitting  to  the  City  the  con- 
trol of  railway  companies  traversing  its  streets. 

Your  inquiry  was  not  whether  any  change  in  the  kind 
of  rail  could  be  made  at  all,  but  rather  as  to  the  branch 
of  the  City  government  from  which  authority  to  make  such 
change  should  be  sought.  I  am  of  opinion  that  such  au- 
thority is  to  be  exercised  by  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  and 
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that  the  application  in  question  should  be,  as  it  seems  to 
have  been,  directed  to  that  body.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  April  18th,  in- 
quiring as  to  the  right  of  various  persons  to  examine  the 
records  of  marriages,  births  and  deaths  without  filling  in 
blanks  or  paying  a  fee  of  fifty  cents,  as  required  by  the 
Board,  I  reply  that  the  subject  is  governed  by  Section  11 
of  the  Act  of  March  8,  1860  (P.  L.  133),  which  is  as 
follows:  "The  Health  Officer  shall  receive  for  the  use 
of  the  Board  of  Health  fifty  cents  for  granting  a  certificate 
or  certified  copy  of  the  record  of  any  marriage,  birth  or 
death,  and  ten  cents  for  making  a  search  for  either  a  mai- 
riage,  birth  or  death,  which  sum  shall  be  paid  by  the  party 
applying  for  the  certificate  of  search;  but  the  said  regis- 
ters shall  at  all  times  be  accessible  to  physicians,  clergy- 
men and  la^vyers  without  charge." 

From  the  foregoing  it  would  seem  that  any  person  wisli- 
ing  ajcertificate  or  certified  copy  of  the  record  of  any  mar- 
riage, birth  or  deatli  is  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  fifty  cents 
therefor,  but  that  lawyers,  clergymen  and  physicians  may 
examine  the  records  without  charge.  I  see  no  objection 
to  your  requiring  an  application  blank  to  be  filled  out  in 
all  cases,  before  making  search.

My  Dear  Sir  : — To  your  communication  enclosing  pre- 
amble and  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education 
relative  to  ponds  upon  the  lots  adjacent  to  the  B.  B.  Com- 
egys  School,  and  requesting  to  be  informed  what  steps  can 
be  taken  to  compel  the  owners  of  the  lots  upon  which  the 
ponds  are  situated  to  correct  the  evils  referred  to,  I  reply 
that  if  these  ponds,  in  addition  to  the  harmful  results  noted, 
can  also  be  considered  as  prejudicial  to  public  health,  per- 
haps the  easiest  and  most  expeditious  method  of  correcting 
the  evils  involved  would  be  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Bureau  of  Health,  which  in  such  cases  has  power 
to  compel  the  draining  and  filling  up  of  ponds  of  the  char- 
acter in  question  within  the  City  limits.  Otherwise,  the 
form  of  procedure  to  remedy  the  evil  would  be  bv  bill  in 
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equity  seeking  to  enjoin  the  maintenance  of  the  ponds  upon 
tlie  ground  that  they  constitute  nuisances.  Whether  such 
remedy  could  be  maintained  depends,  however,  upon  vary- 
ing circumstances,  and  the  facts  are  not  clearly  enough 
before  this  department  to  warrant  a  positive  opinion 
Avhether  such  bills  in  equity  could  or  could  not  be  success- 
fully prosecuted.

Deak  Sik  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  re- 
questing the  opinion  of  this  department  whether  the  City 
may  be  compelled  before  laying  a  12-inch  water-pipe  upon 
the  bridge  across  the  canal  of  the  Schuylkill  Navigation 
Company  at  Leverington  or  Umbria  street,  to  enter  intc 
a  certain  agreement  submitted  by  that  Company. 

You  will  recollect  that  this  is  the  matter  in  which  the 
original  communication  was  mislaid,  and  in  which  you 
were  requested  to  furnish  a  copy  thereof. 

The  facts  of  the  case  are  not  very  clearly  before  me,  but 
I  gather  that  a  smaller  Avater  main  has  long  been  main- 
tained across  this  bridge,  and  that  the  bridge  constitutes 
a  part  of  the  open  public  City  streets  at  the  point  in  ques- 
tion. The  proposed  agreement,  copy  of  which  you  send 
me,  virtually  surrenders  any  right  which  the  City  may 
possess  in  the  matter,  and  stipulates  that  the  new  water 
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main  must  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Schuylkill 
Navigation  Company  whenever  six  months  written  notice 
for  that  purpose  shall  be  given. 

I  think  you  would  not  be  justified  in  signing  such  an 
agreement,  and  would  rather  advise  you  to  proceed  with 
the  work  in  order  that  any  question  which  may  arise  may 
be  properly  tested. 

I  return  herewith  the  copy  of  the  agreement  and  blue 
print  kindly  sent  me.

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  communication  of  May  29th,  rela- 
tive to  the  request  of  Messrs.  R.  A.  Malone  &  Co.,  con- 
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tractors  for  the  erection  of  the  Oak  Lane  Reservoir,  to 
grade  at  their  o^vn  expense  to  a  temporary  grade,  Third 
street,  from  Medarj  avenue  to  Sixty-fifth  avenue  north; 
Sixty-fifth  avenue  north,  from  Third  to  Fifth  street ;  Fifth 
street,  from  Ohiey  avenue  to  Sixty-seventh  avenue  north 
and  Medary  avenue,  from  Third  to  Fifth  street,  I  reply 
as  follows: 

You  inquire  whether  all  the  streets  named  can  be  graded 
prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  three  months'  notice  given 
to  the  abutting  property  o^vners  that  the  said  streets  will 
be  required  for  public  use,  which  notice  expires  on  July 
8th  next. 

In  the  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
which  you  enclose  in  your  communication,  it  is  stated  that 
"some  years  ago,  Hon.  A.  M.  Beitler,  when  Assistant  City 
Solicitor,  advised  this  Bureau  that  if  the  public  exigency 
required  it,  we  could  enter  upon  ground  authorized  to  be 
opened  by  ordinance  as  a  public  highway,  provided  the 
bond  of  the  City  was  filed  for  damages,  even  though  the 
three  months'  notices  had  not  expired,  but  that  it  was 
always  better  policy,  if  possible,  to  wait  until  the  three 
months'  notices  had  expired." 

While  I  am  in  accord  with  the  above  view,  and  believe 
that  if  the  exigencies  are  such  that  it  is  absolutely  required 
to  begin  the  grading,  or  do  other  physical  work  requisite 
for  the  opening  of  the  streets,  this  may  be  done ;  I  would 
suggest  that  no  such  action  be  taken  unless  the  emergency 
is  paramount.  The  claims  for  damages  are  likely  to  be 
much  increased  in  ordinary  cases  if  the  City  can  be  shown 
to  have  taken  possession  before  the  expiration  of  the  notice 
given,  and  it  is  possible  that  the  property  owners  might 
seek  to  enjoin  such  action  by  the  municipality.  Where 
the  adjoining  property  is  inhabited  or  improved,  these  re- 
sults would  be  more  likel}^  to  follow  than  in  other  cases, 
and  your  Department  should  be  governed  largely  by  these 
considerations  in  any  individual  instance.

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  inquiries  relative  to  the  apportion- 
ment of  the  cost  of  paving  and  repaving  Riclimond  street 
as  widened  to  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet,  between  Dyott 
street  (fomierly  Aramingo  avenue)  and  Cumberland 
street,  I  reply  as  follows: 

You  state  that  Richmond  street  between  the  points 
named  was.  originally  laid  out  fifty  feet  wide,  with  a  cart- 
way twenty-six  feet  wide  and  sidewalks  on  each  side  twelve 
feet  wide,  which  street  was  curbed  and  paved  of  said  width ; 
that  it  was  occupied  by  the  tracks  of  the  Union  Traction 
Company,  lessee  of  the  Second  and  Third  Streets  Passen- 
ger Railway  Company;  that  under  authority  of  the  Ordi- 
nance of  April  3,  1894,  page  145,  confirmed  by  the  Board 
of  Surveyors,  the  lines  of  Richmond  street,  between  the 
points  named,  were  changed  so  as  to  make  the  street  one 
hundred  and  twenty  feet  wide,  the  new  east  line  being 
moved  twelve  feet  west  of  the  fonner  east  line,  the  cartway 
being  made  one  hundred  and  two  feet  wide,  the  sidewalk 
on  the  west  side  eighteen  feet  wide,  and  no  sidewalk 
being  provided  for  on  the  east  side.  That  by  the  same  or- 
dinance the  River  Front  Railroad  was  authorized  to  trans- 
fer its  tracks  from  Beach  street  to  the  widened  Richmond 
street  and  to  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  privileges  upon  the" 
latter  street  which  it  had  enjoyed  upon  the  former,  and 
that  the  Belt  Line  Railroad  was  also  authorized  to  lay  its 
tracks  upon  Richmond  street,  from  Aramingo  avenue  (now 
Dyott  street)  to  Cumberland  street.  That  by  authority  of 
the  Ordinance  of  January  23,  1902,  contracts  have  been 
awarded  for  the  paving  and  repaving  of  Richmond  street, 
among  others,  between  the  points  mentioned. 

Upon  these  facts  I  woidd  say,  in  response  to  your  several 
questions : 

1.   "What  portion  of  the  work  upon  the  widened  street 


2i 

is    to    be    considered    repaying,    and    what    portion    new 
paving  ?" 

That  portion  is  repaying  which  lies  east  of  the  former 
west  house  line  of  Richmond  street,  measuring  thirty-eight 
feet  to  the  former  east  curb  line  and  present  east  house 
line  of  said  street.  That  portion  which  lies  west  of  the 
former  west  house  line,  extending  to  the  present  west  house 
line,  is  to  be  regarded  as  new  paying,  the  westernmost  eigh- 
teen feet  thereof,  howeyer  being  treated  as  the  lajdng  of  a 
new  sidewalk  and  not  a  new  cartway. 

2.  "Can  any  of  the  railway  companies  having  rights 
upon  the  street  be  legally  charged  with  the  cost  of  paving, 
and  if  so, 'to  what  extent?" 

The  Second  and  Third  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  its  successor  and  lessee,  the  present  Union  Trac- 
tion Company,  should  be  held  liable  by  your  Department 
for  the  paving  of  the  thirty-eight  foot  strip  lying  between 
the  former  west  house  line  and  the  present  east  house  line 
of  the  street. 

3.  "Can  the  cost  of  any  of  the  paving  be  assessed  against 
abutting  owners.  If  so,  would  the  owners  upon  each  side 
be  liable  and  how  should  tlie  assessment  bills  be  appor- 
tioned ?" 

The  cost  of  the  paving  between  the  former  west  house 
line  and  the  present  west  curb  line,  being  a  strip  sixty-f  oui 
feet  wide,  should  be  charged  against  the  abutting  o"\^mers 
upon  each  side  of  the  street  in  equal  shares,  and  the  assess- 
ment bills  should  be  apportioned  accordingly. 
.  4.  "Will  the  property  OAvners  upon  the  west  side  be  re- 
quired to  set  the  curb  and  repave  the  sidewalk  in  front  of 
their  properties  at  their  own  expense,  or  should  this  work 
be  treated  as  part  of  the  street  paving  ?" 

The  owners  of  abutting  property  upon  the  west  side  cf 
the  street  should  be  required  to  set  the  curb  and  pave  the 
sidewalk  at  their  own  expense;  this  work  should  not  be 
treated  as  part  of  the  street  paving, — that  is  to  say,  as  pait 
of  the.jDaving  of  the  cartway.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  25th  ult.',  enclosing  let- 
ters of  ]\Ir.  George  S.  Webster  and  Mr,  Joseph  Johnson, 
in  reference  to  the  assessment  for  water-pipe  against  prop- 
erty on  Felton  street,  registered  in  the  name  of  Patrick 
John  Ryan  and  used  as  a  parochial  school,  received. 

Section  5  of  the  Act  of  June  4,  1901,  provides  as  fol- 
lows: "Public  property  used  for  public  purposes  shall  not 
be  subject  to  tax  claims  or  municipal  claims ;  and  actual 
places  of  religious  worship,  places  of  burial  not  used  or 
held  for  private  or  corporate  proiit,  and  institutions  of 
purely  public  charity,  shall  not  be  subject  to  tax  or  muni- 
cipal claims,  except  for  the  removal  of  nuisances,  for  sewer 
claims  and  sewer  connections,  or  for  the  re-curbing,  paving,, 
re-paving  or  repairing  the  footways  in  front  thereof." 
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If  the  parochial  school  on  Felton  street  is  a  school  free 
to  the  public,  without  charge,  under  the  decisions  it  is  an 
institution  of  purely  public  charity,  and  would  be  exempt 
from  the  water-pipe  claim.

My  Dear  Sir  : — I  have  just  been  called  before  the  Com- 
mittee of  Councils  having  in  charge  the  old  Liberty  Bell 
at  the  Charleston  Exhibition,  and  Wilson  H.  Brown,  Esq., 
member  from  the  Twenty-second  Ward,  stated  to  me  that 
you  desired  the  opinion  of  this  Department  upon  the  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  the  said  Committee  had  charge  and  cus- 
tody of  the  said  bell  until  its  return  to  Independence  Hall. 

The  resolution  of  Councils  approved  by  your  Honor,  the 
23d  day  of  October,  1901,  or  so  much  of  it  as  refers  to  the 
subject  matter,  is  in  this  language : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  detail 
four  patrolmen  to  act  as  guardians  of  the  'Old  Liberty  Bell' 
and  other  'historical  relics'  from  the  time  of  their  departure 
from  Philadelphia  and  until  their  return  after  the  Exposi- 
tion, and  that  the  expenses  of  caring  for  the  'Liberty  Bell' 
and  other  'historical  relics,'  except  salaries,  shall  be  borne 
by  the  Joint  S]iecial  Committee  of  Councils  on  the  South 
Carolina  Inter-State  and  West  Indian  Exposition. 

"Resolved,  That  the  'Old  Liberty  Bell'  and  other  'his- 
torical relics'  from  the  time  of  their  shipment  from  Phila- 
delphia and  until  their  return  after  the  Exposition,  shall 
be  under  the  personal  care  of  the  Joint  Special  Committee 
of  Councils  and  four  guardians  (police  officers  of  the  City 
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of  Pliiladelpliia),  and  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Joint 
Special  Committee  of  Councils  to  approve  the  location 
selected  for  said  exhibits  and  to  see  that  they  are  at  no  time 
left  without  a  person  in  charge  of  the  same." 

The  specific  language  of  the  resolution  is,  as  you  will 
note,  that  the  bell  "shall  be  under  the  personal  care  of 
the  Joint  Special  Committee."  This,  therefore,  would 
give  such  care  entirely  to  said  Committee. 

I  submit  this  opinion,  as  stated  above,  at  the  suggestion 
of  Mr.  Brown  that  it  was  your  desire  I  should  do.

Dear  Sik: — To  your  inquiry  as  to  the  payment  of  the 
retained  percentage  to  the  Hoffman  Engineering  and  Con- 
tracting Company,  I  reply  as  follows.  From  your  letter 
I  gather  that  a  contract  was  awarded  to  the  company  in 
qiiestion,  for  the  laying  of  a  cast  iron  water-pipe  and  ap- 
purtenances for  the  high  pressure  fire  service,  the  contract 
limit  being  $274,000,  based  upon  the  unit  price  for  the 
perfornjance  of  the  work  according  to  the  specifications : 
that  for  various  reasons  as  the  work  proceeded,  it  was 
found  that  Ihe  estimate  of  $274,000  was  not  suflicient  to 
cover  the  work  found  necessary.  Thereupon,  the  con- 
tractor did  the  additional  work  without  an  appropriation, 
taking  the  risk  of  Councils  appropriating  sufficient  funds 
to  cover  the  work  done.  You  state  that  you  desire  to  pay 
the  contractor  the  retained  percentage  due  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  work  under  the  present  contract. 

In  the  contract  there  is  a  clause  which  provides  that  final 
payment  shall  be  made  to  the  contractor  one  month  after 
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the  coiniDletion  of  the  work  and  its  acceptance  by  the  Di- 
rector. The  contractor  has  completed  the  work  so  far  as 
the  present  contract  is  concerned,  and  more  than  a  month 
has  elapsed  since  its  completion  and  acceptance  by  the  Di- 
rector. I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  contractor 
is  entitled  to  receive  final  payment,  as  the  work  has  been 
completed,  assuming  that  the  one  month  from  its  accept- 
ance has  expired  and  the  work  accepted  by  yon.

Deak  Sie  : — Your  favor  of  the  5th  instant  in  reference 
to  the  regrading,  paving  and  repaving  cartways  and  side- 
walks necessary  to  bring  streets  between  Lehigh  avenue 
and  Susquehanna  avenue,  and  between  Cedar  street  and 
the  bulkhead  line  to  the  revised  City  grade,  received. 

I  would  advise  you,  that  in  so  far  as  the  cost  of  sewers 
has  to  be  assessed  against  the  property  owners,  it  would 
be  better  to  have  an  ordinance  passed  to  authorize  the  con- 
struction of  the  sewers  on  streets  specifically  named.  If 
the  City  is  to  pay  for  the  sewers,  the  general  ordinance  is 
suflicient  authority  for  you.

Dear  Sir  : — To  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Public  Ed- 
ucation for  the  opinion  of  this  Department  whether  Coun- 
cils may  legally  direct  by  ordinance  the  sale  of  any  prop- 
erty which  is  occupied  as  a  public  school  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  Board  of  Public  Education  to  such  sale,  and 
^\dthout  its  concurrence  therein,  I  reply  as  follows: 

The  case  of  Conmionwealth  vs.  Davis,  199  Pa.,  278,  de- 
cided in  1901,  was  a  question  analogous  to  this,  that  is, 
wliether  Councils  could  determine  the  site  of  a  school  build- 
ing as  against  the  will  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education 
of  this  City.  The  Supreme  Court  in  delivering  opinion 
therein  made  the  following  summary  of  the  legislation 
upon  tlie  general  subject : 

''The  Act  of  ]\rarch  3,  181S  (P.  L.  121),  erected  the 
City  and  Count}'  of  Philadelphia  into  'the  first  school  dis- 
trict of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,'  and  divided  it 
into  seven  sectional  districts,  the  City  being  desig- 
nated as  'The  First  Section.'  Each  sectional  dis- 
trict appointed  a  certain  number  of  directors  who 
elected  'one  suitable  person  from  among  themselves, 
for  every  six  directors,  to  be  members  of  a  select  body, 
to  be  called  the  controllers  of  the  public  schools  for 
the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia.'  This  body  was 
empowered  to  determine  the  number  of  school  houses  to 
be  erected  in  every  section,  to  limit  the  expense  of  erecting 
and  establishing  the  same,  to  establish  a  model  school  and 
to  provide  suitable  books  for  the  pupils,  and  it  had  gen- 
eral superintendence  over  the  schools.  The  Act  of  April 
16,  1845  (P.  L.  502),  made  the  controllers  a  body  politic, 
with  power  to  take  and  hold  real  estate  for  school  purposes 
and  to  dispose  of  the  same,  and  vested  in  them  all  prop- 
erty held  in  trust  for  former  boards.  The  Act  of  Febru- 
ary 2,  1854  (P.  L.  21),  provided  that  no  money  should  be 
withdrawn  from  the  City  Treasury  except  it  had  been  pre- 
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vionsly  a^jpropriated  by  Councils  for  the  purposes  for 
wliicL  it  was  drawn,  and  required  the  controllers  to  fur- 
nish the  Councils  the  amount  that  would  be  necessary  for 
the  support  of  the  public  schools,  thereupon  the  Councils 
were  to  direct  the  amount  to  be  applied  and  paid  by  the 
City  Treasurer  to  schools  and  other  purposes.  The  act 
also  required  the  directors  of  each  ward  to  elect  one  of 
their  number  a  controller,  and  vested  the  title  to  all  school 
property  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  By  the  Act  of  April 
21,  1855  (P.  L.  264),  no  contract  for  the  construction  of 
a  schoolhouse  could  become  binding  on  the  City  without 
an  ordinance  therefor.  The  Act  of  April  5,  1867  (P.  L. 
779),  authorized  the  court  to  appoint  the  Board  of  Con- 
trollers, and  the  Act  of  March  15,  1870  (P.  L.  437),  de- 
signated it  as  'the  Board  of  Public  Education  of  the  Pirst 
School  District  of  Pennsylvania.'  In  the  Act  of  Pebruary 
18,  1871,  it  is  provided:  'Whenever  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  determined 
uJDon  the  erection  of  a  new  schoolhouse,  and  the  Councils 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  have  made  an  appropriation 
of  money  to  build  the  same,  all  matters  in  connection  with 
the  erection  of  said  schoolhouse  shall  be  under  the  direc- 
tion of  said  Board  of  Public  Education.'  The  Act  of  June 
1,  1885  (P.  L.  37),  continued  the  Department  of  Public 
Education  as  one  of  the  departments  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. By  the  Act  of  April  25,  1889  (P.  L.  50),  it  is 
provided  that  'whenever  the  Board  of  Public  Education 

*  *  *  shall  be  unable  to  procure  such  sites  as  they 
'may  deem  desirable  or  expedient  for  the  erection  of  school 
houses  *  *  *  by  agreement  with  the  owner  of 
land,  it  shall  and    may  be    lawful    for    the    said    Board 

*  *  *  after  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  of  the 
Councils  authorizing  such  entry  and  occupancy,  to  enter 
upon  and  occupy  grounds  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  and 
to  use  and  occupy  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
thereon  a  schoolliouse.'  The  Act  then  provides  for  the  as- 
sessment of  damages." 

After  quoting  from  the  earlier  case  of  Johnson  vs.  City 
of  Philadelphia,  47  Pa.,  284,  the  following:  "From  an 
examination  of  the  Acts  of  Assembly,  to  which  our  atten- 
tion has  been  directed  in  this  case,  it  is  apparent  that  every-

thing  pertaiuing  to  the  public  schools,  within  the  City  and 
County  of  Philadelphia,  has  been  committed  to  the  Board 
of  Controllers,  excepting  only  the  public  purse,  which  has 
been  kept  carefully  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Councils,"' 
the  said  opinion,  in  the  case  above  referred  to  (Com.  vs. 
Davis)  proceeds  as  follows :  "The  financial  affairs  of  the 
City  are  controlled  by  the  Councils,  and  without  the  au- 
thority of  that  body,  previously  obtained,  no  funds  of  the 
City  can  be  used  for  any  purpose.  That  must  be  conceded. 
But  having  appropriated  the  funds  for  school  purposes, 
the  duty  of  the  Councils  has  been  performed,  and  that  of 
tlie  Board  of  Public  Education  commences.  *  *  * 
The  Act  of  1818  authorized  the  controllers  to  determine 
the  number  of  schoolhouses ;  the  Act  of  1871  required  the 
Board  of  Public  Education  to  determine  when  a  house 
should  be  built,  and  placed  under  its  direction  'all  matters 
in  connection  with  the  erection  of  said  schoolhouses,'  and 
the  Act  of  1889  empowered  the  Board,  if  it  should  be 
unable  to  procure  a  desirable  or  expedient  site  for  a  school- 
house  by  agreement  with  the  owner,  to  condemn  sufficient 
ground  for  the  purpose.  The  intention  of  this  legislation 
is  manifest.  The  Board  was  to  select  a  site  and  erect  the 
new  building  when  it  was  needed  with  the  funds  appro- 
priated by  Councils  for  the  purpose.  The  selection  of  the 
site  was  a  matter  pertaining  as  much  to  the  public  schools 
as  the  erection  of  the  building.  Both  legitimately  be- 
longed to  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  created  for  the 
special  purjwse  of  effectively  carrying  out  the  public 
school  system  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

Prom  the  plenary  powers  which  by  the  foregoing  de- 
cisions have  been  determined  to  be  vested  in  the  Board  of 
Public  Education  with  respect  to  the  selection  of  school 
sites,  the  erection  of  school  buildings,  and  the  general 
control  of  the  situation  of  school  properties  in  this  City, 
it  would  seem  to  follow  as  a  corollary  therefrom  that  Coun- 
cils have  not  the  right,  without  the  concurrence  of  or  con- 
trary t<)  the  view  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  to 
sell  property  which  is  in  use  under  the  direction  of  that 
Board  for  school  purposes.  The  existence  of  contrary  au- 
thority upon  the  part  of  Councils  would  in  effect  neutral- 
ize the  controlling  direction  which  the    above    citations 
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show  arc  vested  in  the  Board  of  Education.  To  this  ex- 
tent, I  think,  the  law  must  be  taken  to  be  that  the  general 
right  of  Councils  to  dispose  of  property  owned  by  the  City 
is  qualified  as  to  school  properties,  by  the  power  which 
inlieres  in  the  Board  of  Public  Education  to  control  in  the 
selection  and  maintenan(3e  of  the  sites  of  schoolhouses. 

For  these  reasons  I  would  advise  you  of  my  opinion  that 
Councils  have  not  the  right  to  direct  the  sale  of  school 
property  occupied  for  school  purposes,  contrary  to  the  wish 
■of  the  Board  of  Public  Education.

Dicak  Sie: — Your  favor  of  the  25th  ult.,  enclosing  let- 
ters of  Mr.  George  S.  Webster  and  Mr.  Joseph  Johnson 
in  reference  to  the  assessment  for  water-pipe  against  prop- 
erty on  I  elton  street,  registered  in  the  name  of  Patrick 
John  Ryan  and  used  as  a  parochial  school,  received. 

Section  5  of  the  Act  of  June  4,  1901,  provides  as  fol- 
lows :  "'Public  property  used  for  public  purposes  shall  not 
be  subject  to  tax  claims  or  municipal  claims;  and  actual 
places  of  religious  worship,  places  of  burial  not  used  or 
held  for  private  or  corporate  profit,  and  institutions  of 
purely  public  charity,  shall  not  be  subject  to  tax  or  mu- 
nicipal claims,  except  for  the  removal  of  nuisances,  for 
sewer  claims  and  sewer  connections,  or  for  the  re-curbing, 
paving,  re- paving  or  repairing  the  footways  in  front 
thereof."

If  the  parochial  school  on  Felton  street  is  a  school  free 
to  the  public,  without  charge,  under  the  decisions  it  is  an 
institution  of  jnivelv  public  charity,  and  would  be  exempt 
from  the  water-pipe  claim.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  June  12,  1902, 
relative  to  purchasing  coal  without  contract  therefor,  I 
reply  as  follows : 

You  state  that  the  contracts  for  the  supply  of  City  coal 
have  It  "strike  clause,''  and  that  pending  the  present  strike 
in  the  anthracite  coal  regions  the  contractors  took  advan- 
tage of  such  clause  and  refused  to  furnish  coal  to  the  City ; 
that  it  ib  practically  impossible  to  enter  into  contracts  at 
this  time  for  coal,  as  the  market  price  of  that  commodity 
is  continually  changing;  that  in  order  to  provide  for  the 
emergency  and  keep  the  pumping  machinery  at  the  several 
pumping  stations  in  operation,  it  is  necessary  to  go  into 
the  market  and  buy  coal  wherever  the  same  can  be  secured 
and  'at  the  best  prices  for  which  it  can  be  had.  You  in- 
quire whether  in  the  present  exigency  you  have  the  au- 
thority to  follow  that  course. 

r  am  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  circumstances  stated,  you 
have  the  necessary  authority.

Deak  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  late 
date  inquiring  as  to  the  availability  of  "the  strip  of  ground 
running  from  the  present  walls  of  your  institution  (Block- 
ley  Almshouse)  W<wdlands  avenue  and  Pine  street, 
known  as  Guardian  avenue,"  for  the  location  of  the  pro- 
posed Phthisis  Pavilion,  and  the  letter  of  yourself  and 
Dr.  John  V.  Shoemaker,  President  of  the  Bureau  to  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia,  I  have  to 'say  that  in 
so  far  as  your  query  relates  to  Guardian  avenue,  it  is  fully 
aiiSAvered  by  my  opinion  of  January  7,  1901,  which  you 
quote  in  your  communication.  Your  present  query,  how- 
ever, relates  also  to  the  soil  of  Cleveland  avenue,  from 
Woodlands  avenue  to  Guardian  avenue,  and  to  a  strip  of 
groimd  between  the  same  and  the  line  separating  the 
original  almshouse  property  and  the  ground  of  the  Wood- 
lauils  Cemetery,  upon  which  is  erected  the  "Highway 
Yard"  at  Woodlands  avenue  and  Pine  street ;  the  soil  of 
Pine  street,  from  Thirty-fourth  street  to  Thirty-sixth 
street,  and  of  Thirty-seventh  street,  from  Pine  street  to 
Woodlands  avenue. 

Until  1871  the  entire  tract  of  ground  as  conveyed  by 
Henry  Beckett  and  Mary,  his  wife,  to  the  Guardians  for 
the  Belief  and  Employment  of  the  Poor  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  etc.,  by  deed  dated  January  1st,  A.  D.  1820, 
and  rccwded  in  Deed  Book  G.  W.  E.,  l^o.  26,  page  675, 
etc.,  and  as  described  therein,  Avas  used  for  almshouse  pur- 
poses. The  first  streets  plotted  upon  and  through  this 
tract  Avere  under  and  by  virtue  of  an  ordinance  of  the 
Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  relative  to  the  location,  dedica- 
tion and  opening  of  streets  on  the  Almshouse  property," 
approved  the  28th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1871.  (See  Ordi- 
nances, 1871,  page  124.) 

On  February  21,  A.  D.  1872,  the  Select  and  Common 
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Coimcils  passed  a  resolution  of  instruction  to  tlie  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  City  relative  to  the  Alms- 
house property,  which  was  duly  approved  by  the  Mayor. 
(See  Ordinances,  1872,  page  65.) 

In  pursuance  of  this  ordinance  and  resolution,  the  Plan 
No.  269  (which  includes  the  Almshouse  property)  was 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors  of  the  City  of 
Pliiladelphia,  December  22,  1873.  By  it,  Cleveland  ave- 
nue, of  the  width  of  60  feet,  extending  from  Woodlands 
avenue  to  the  river  Schuylkill,  and  at  the  distance  of  100 
feet  more  or  less  northeastwardly  from  the  southw^estem- 
most  line  of  the  Almshouse  property  (line  of  Woodlands 
Cemetery)  ;  Guardian  avenue,  of  the  width  of  60  feet, 
from  tlie  said  Cleveland  avenue  to  Pine  street ;  Pine  street, 
of  the  width  of  70  feet,  from  Woodlands  avenue  to  South 
street;  Thirty-seventh  street,  from  Pine  street  to  Walnut 
street,  and  Thirty-eighth  street,  from  Woodlands  avenue 
to  Walnut  street,  Avere  placed  upon  the  City  plan. 
Thirty-seventh  street  was  within  the  Almshouse  property 
only  so  far  nortliward  as  Woodlands  avenue;  Thirty-eighth 
street,  from  Woodlands  avenue  to  Walnut  street,  was  not 
included  in  the  said  tract. 

By  deed  dated  January  13,  A.  D.  1882,  and  recorded  at 
Philadelphia  in  Deed  Book  J.  O.  D.  No.  5,  page  162,  etc., 
three  tracts  of  ground  (by  three  separate  descriptions) 
were  conveyed  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  viz. :  No.  1.  Bounded 
by  Woodlands  avenue,  Thirty-sixth  street  and  Pine  street ; 
No.  2.  Bounded  by  Pine  street.  Guardian  avenue  and 
Cleveland  avenue,  and  No.  3,  the  strip  lying  between 
Cleveland  avenue  and  the  line  of  ground  of  Woodlands 
Cemetery  and  extending  from  Woodlands  avenue  eastward 
a  distance  of  680  feet  5^  inches  along  Cleveland  avenue, 
and  741  feet  8^  inches  along  ground  of  the  said  Woodlands 
Cemetei-y. 

By  this  deed  a  ground  rent  of  $500.00  per  annum  Avas 
reserved  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  it  was  executed 
and  delivered  upon  the  express  conditions  that  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania  should  maintain  certain  scholar- 
ships ;  that  the  ground  should  only  be  used  for  educational 
purposes ;  that  it  should  not  be  alienated  except  by  consent 
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of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  provided  that  if  Cleve- 
land aA'enue  should  ever  be  widened  to  a  Avidth  not  exceed- 
ing 100  feet,  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsylva- 
nia should  dedicate  so  much  of  the  premises  described 
therein  as  should  be  needed  for  the  purpose. 

The  lot  of  ground  bounded  by  Thirty-sixth  street, 
Spruce  street,  Thirty-fourth  street  and  the  centre  line  of 
Pine  street,  was  conveyed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  under 
and  by  \irtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  of  May 
ISth,  1872,  and  by  deed  dated  September  24th,  1872,  and 
recorded  in  Deed  Book  J.  A.  H.  'No.  269,  page  363,  etc. 

Under  and  by  virtue  of  the  ordinance  of  tlie  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  approved 
December  14,  1894  (Ordinances,  1894,  page  448),  Plan 
]S[o.  269  aforesaid,  was  directed  to  be  revised. 

The  revised  plan  prepared  under  the  authority  of  this 
ordinance  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors  July, 
1895,  and  by  it  Guardian  avenue,  from  Cleveland  ave- 
nue to  Pine  street ;  Thirty-seventh  street,  from  Pine  street 
to  Woodlands  avenue,  and  Pine  street,  from  Thirty-fourth 
street  to  South  street,  and  others  were  stricken  from  the 
City  plan.  Cleveland  avenue  was  stricken  therefrom  as 
laid  out  by  plan  of  1873  and  placed  upon  the  new  plan  as 
of  the  width  of  80  feet  from  Woodlands  avenue  to  the  river 
Sciiuylkill,  and  along  the  southwesternmost  boundary  of 
the  Almshouse  property  (line  of  Woodlands  Cemetery), 
from  Woodlands  avenue  to  a  point  near  Vintage  avenue. 
Thirty-sixth  street,  from  Spruce  street  to  Pine  street,  and 
Pine  street,  from  Woodlands  avenue  to  Thirty-sixth  street, 
were  stricken  from  the  plan  by  the  revision  thereof  au- 
thorik:ed  by  the  ordinance  of  Councils  approved  July  16th, 
1897  (Ordinances,  1897,  page  173),  and  confirmed  by  the 
Board  of  Surveyors  l^ovember  1st,  1897 ;  and  Pine  street, 
from  Thirty-fourth  street  to  Thirty-sixth  street,  was 
stricken  from  the  plan  by  authority  of  the  Ordinance  of 
Councils  approved  June  22nd,  1900  (Ordinances,  1900, 
page  206),  and  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors  Oc- 
tober 15th,  1900. 

The  placing  upon  the  City  plan  of  any  street  or  avenue 
makes  such  street  or  avenue  a  highway  of  the  State,  and 
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in  jfell  land  boniideJ  thereon  or    tlierebv    is    a    dedication 
thereof  to  public  nse. 

Patterson  is.  Harlan,  124  Pa.  St.,  page  67,  and  the 
cases  there  cited. 

To  hold  otherwise  in  the  case  before  me  wonld  be  to  have 
the  City  repudiate  its  grant  to  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
yawia  in  the  deeds  above  mentioned,  but  more  than  that, 
the  Ordinance  of  March  2Sth,  1871,  directs  the  ''dedica- 
tion" of  the  streets  about  which  you  inquire. 

Upon  the  vacation  of  a  street,  wdiether  dedicated  by  deed 
or  by  some  act  of  the  owner  or  abutting  owners,  the  soil 
thereof  reverts  to  such  owners  in  proportion  to  the  amount 
of  tlieir  contribution. 

Act  of  February  27th,  181:9,  P.  Laws,  page  90. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that : 

1.  Upon  the  vacation  of  Cleveland  avenue  as  laid  out 
upon  tlie  plans  of  December  22d,  1873,  the  soil  thereof  to 
Guardian  avenue  became  vested  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  soil  thereof  from  Guar- 
dian avenue  to  the  river  Schuylkill  reverted  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. 

2,  Upon  the  vacation  of  Guardian  avenue,  from  Cleve- 
land avenue  to  Pine  street,  the  northwesternmost  one-half 
thereof  became  vested  in  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of 
Pennsjlvania,  and  the  southeasternmost  one-half  thereof 
reverted  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

8.  Upon  the  vacation  of  Pine  street,  from  Woodlands 
avenue  to  South  street,  the  soil  thereof  from  Woodlands 
avenue  to  Thirty-sixth  street  became  the  property  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania ;  the  northermnost  one-half 
thereof,  from  Thirty-sixth  street  to  Thirty-fourth  street, 
also  became  vested  in  them,  and  the  southernmost  one-half 
part  reverted  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  whole 
of  the  soil  thereof,  from  Thirty-fourth  street  to  South 
street,  became  vested  in  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania. 

4.  Upon  the  vacation  of  Thirty-seventh  street,  from  Pine 
street  to  Woodlands  avenue,  the  whole  of  the  soil  thereof 
became  vested  in  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania.

5.  The  "Highway  Yard"  at  Woodlands  avenue  and  Pino 
street  is  upon  property  of  the  Trustees  of  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  and  partly  within  the  lines  of  Cleveland 
avenue  as  placed  upon  the  City  plan  by  the  Ordinance  of 
December  14,  1894,  and  the  revised  plan  as  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Surveyors,  July,  1895. 

If  Cleveland  avenue  (as  now  upon  the  City  plan)  should 
hereafter  be  vacated,  the  soil  thereof  from  Woodlands  ave- 
nue to  the  westernmost  line  of  Guardian  avenue  (as  va- 
cated) would  become  vested  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  remaining  portion  thereof 
would  revert  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

Deae  Sie: — In  regard  to  the  matter  of  the  sunken 
Steamship  "Bermuda,"  which  is  the  subject  of  your  com- 
munications of  May  29th  and  June  14th  last,  I  gather 
therefrom  that  the  facts  are  as  follows : 

That  the  "Bermuda"  sank  August  15,  1900,  in  the  dock 
south  of  Pier  l^o.  19,  Delaware  river ;  that  unsuccessful 
efforts  which  were  made  to  raise  her  resulted  only  in  mo\'- 
ing  the  vessel  outward,  so  that  her  bow  is  fifteen  feet  out- 
side of  the  pier ;  that  the  United  States  Government  has 
refused  to  remove  the  wreck  because  it  is  not  in  the  channel, 
but  is  inside  the  Port  Wardens'  line,  the  stern  being  IGO 
feet  within  that  line ;  that  since  October,  1891,  no  further 
work  upon  the  wreck  has  been  undertaken,  and  that  expert 
opinion  seems  to  indicate  that  the  value  of  the  vessel  in  its

present  condition  does  not  warrant  such  removal  at  the 
expense  of  the  wreck ;  that  at  the  time  of  her  sinking  she 
was  owned  by  the  Olga  Steamship  Co.,  Limited  but  was 
sold  by  that  Company  on  May  22,  1902,  to  A.  H.  Broza, 
who  declares  his  purpose  to  be  not  to  abandon  the  steam- 
ship, but  who  has  taken  no  steps  to  remove  her  from  her 
present  position;  that  the  Committee  on  l^avigation  and 
Pilots  has  been  empowered  to  petition  Councils  for  an  ap- 
propriation to  remove  the  hulk,  the  present  appropriation 
being  insufficient  for  that  purpose.  In  view  of  these  facts 
you  ask  advice  as  to  the  proper  course  to  pursue  in  relation 
to  the  matter. 

Section  28  of  the  Consolidation  Act  of  February  2,  1854, 
P.  L.  37,  provides  for  the  election  by  Councils  of  certain 
citizens  to  act  as  a  Board  of  Port  Wardens,  "who,  together 
with  the  Master  Warden,  shall  do  and  perform  the  duties 
which  do  now  or  may  by  law  or  ordinance  hereafter  belong 
to  the  Port  Wardens."  The  Act  further  provides  that  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  Councils  "to  keep  the  navigable  waters 
within  said  City  forever  open  and  free  from  obstructions." 

By  Act  of  i^pril  14,  1859,  P.  L.  643,  it  is  made  the 
duty  of  the  Port  Wardens  immediately  upon  the  sinking 
of  any  vessel  in  the  channel  way  of  the  Delaware  or 
Schuylkill  rivers  to  give  notice  to  the  ovtTier  or  agent  having 
charge  thereof  to  raise  and  remove  the  obstruction  within 
ten  days,  under  penalty  of  $100 ;  and  in  case  of  the  refusal 
or  neglect  of  the  parties  interested  to  remove  the  obstruc- 
tion within  the  time  specified,  to  have  it  removed  at  the 
expense  of  the  owner  himself  or  the  agent  of  the  said  vessel, 
which,  together  with  the  cargo,  shall  be  subject  to  a  lien  for 
the  expenses  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Winpenny  vs.  Philadelphia,  65  Pa.,  135, 
it  was  held  that  the  Act  of  April  14,  1859,  did  not  repeal 
the  2Sth  Section  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  above  re- 
ferred to;  that  the  owner  of  a  wreck  sunk  in  navigable 
waters  cannot  be  required  to  raise  the  same  and  is  not 
liable  for_  injury  to  other  navigators  therefrom,  but  that 
if  such  OA^Tier  instead  of  abandoning  the  sunken  vessel 
retains  possession  and  control  of  it,  he  is  bound  to  exercise 
a  reasonable  degi'ee  of  diligence  in  removing  it ;  and  that 
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the  City  of  Philadelphia,  under  the  statutes  alread_y  noted 
above,  is  liable  for  damages  occurring  through  its  inaction 
in  not  causing  such  a  wreck  to  be  promptly  removed. 

From  the  communication  from  the  Acting  Secretary  of 
War^  copy  of  which  you  enclose,  it  appears  that  the  wreck 
in  question  lies  inside  of  the  pier  head  line,  and  is  not 
believed  to  be  such  an  obstruction  as  is  contemplated  by 
the  Act  of  Congress  governing  the  subject  wherefore  the 
United  States  Government  refuses  to  undertake  the  re- 
moval of  the  vessel.  For  the  same  reason  it  seems  probable 
that  the  Act  of  1859  does  not  directly  applv  to  the  case, 
since  that  Act  is  limited  in  its  scope  to  vessels  sunk  in  the 
channel  way.  The  Act  of  1854,  however,  imposes  the  ob- 
ligation upon  the  City,  which  now  acts  through  the  Board 
of  Port  Wardens  in  such  matters,  to  keep  all  the  navigable 
waters  within  the  said  City  for  ever  open  and  free  from 
obstructions.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Port  Wardens  to  require  that  the  wreck  be 
removed,  so  that  the  navigable  waters  may  be  open  and 
free.  In  order  to  act,  however,  it  appears  to  be  necessary 
that  there  should  be  a  further  appropriation  by  Councils 
for  the  expenses  of  the  work,  since  it  seems  probable  from 
your  communications  that  the  value  of  the  vessel  will  not 
pay  therefor.  Meanwhile,  the  o^vner  professes  his  un- 
willingness to  abandon  the  wreck,  but  takes  no  step  to 
remove  it. 

In  view  of  all  these  circumstances  and  of  the  legal 
liability  of  the  City  in  the  premises,  I  think  the  wisest 
course  to  pursue  would  be  for  the  Committee  on  Naviga- 
tion and  Pilots  to  proceed  with  its  petition  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  a  sufficient  appropriation  to  enable  it  to  re- 
move the  obstruction,  meanwhile  giving  to  the  owner  notice 
himself  to  begin  the  work  of  its  removal  within  ten  days. 
If  he  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the 
notice,  he  should  be  treated,  I  think,  as  having  abandoned 
the  vessel,  and  as  soon  as  funds  are  available  for  the  pur- 
pose, the  Board  of  Port  Wardens  should  have  it  removed. 
After  it  shall  have  been  raised  or  removed  if  it  have  any 
value,  its  proceeds  should  be  applied  toward  the  expense 
of  the  work. 
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In  this  connection,  permit  me  to  send  you  a  copy  of  the 
recent  decision  of  Judge  ]\IcPherson  in  the  case  of  Mc- 
Caulley  vs.  City,  which  may  be  useful  for  the  purpose  of 
advising  you  as  to  the  general  duty  of  the  City  in  cases 
more  or  less  similar  to  the  present  one.

The  decree  dismissing  the  libel  in  this  case  (103  Fed.,. 
661)  was  set  aside  in  order  to  permit  further  testimony 
to  be  taken  concerning  the  alleged  incompetency  or  want 
of  diligence  on  the  part  of  the  wrecking  company.  The 
witnesses  have  not  been  heard  and  a  reTiearing  has 
been  had,  but  I  see  no  reason  to  change  the  former  finding, 
that  negligence  on  the  parti  of  the  City  has  not  been  estab- 
lished. I  have  no  douk  that  the  Master  Warden  and  the 
Board  of  Port  Wardens  had  actual  knowledge  that  the 
wreck  existed,  and  that  efforts  were  being  made  to  remove 
it.^  Assuming  their  knowledge  to  be  the  knowledge  of  the 
City,  what  steps  should  have  been  taken?  It  is  easy  to 
look  back  u]wn  the  wrecking  company's  failure  to  remove 
tbe  hulk,  and  from  tliis  point  of  vantage  to  see  that  failure 
was  probably  certain  from  the  first.     But  this  is  not  the 
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standard  by  which  the  City's  conduct  should  be  measured. 
If  the  duty  of  the  City  to  remove  such  obstructions  has 
not  been  affected  by  the  Act  of  Congress  of  1880,  L.  Supp. 
Rev.  Stat.,  296,  undoubtedly  it  was  bound  to  watch  the 
work  that  was  being  done,  and  to  use  due  care  to  see  that 
it  was  prosecuted  with  diligence  and  with  proper  appli- 
ances. What  should  siich  care  have  disclosed  ?  It  would 
have  shown  men  in  charge  of  the  work  who  are  conceded 
to  have  been  competent,  using  the  only  kind  of  appliances 
that  were  then  available  in  this  port,  prosecuting  their 
task  daily,  apparently  having  some  success  in  changing 
the  position  of  the  hulk,  twice  defeated  by  floods  in  the 
river  and  obliged  to  begin  again,  but  evidently  believing 
that  the  work  could  be  done  in  the  end,  and  continuing 
their  efforts  with  persc^'erance  and  tenacity.  It  is  impos- 
sible to  believe  that  the  wrecking  company  would  have 
spent  money  and  labor  day  after  day  for  several  months 
upon  a  task  w^hicli  they  knew  after  a  Aveek  or  two  Avas 
hopeless — indeed,  from  the  libellant's  point  of  view,  was 
even  absurd.  It  did  not  seem  either  hopeless  or  absurd 
to  the  United  States  engineer  stationed  at  this  port,  for 
in  Oct(3ber,  1S93,  after  his  thirty  days'  notice  under  the 
Act  of  Congress  had  expired,  he  recommended  that  a 
further  period  of  thirty  days  should  be  granted  upon  the 
representation  of  the  wrecking  company  that  the  work 
■would  be  accomplished  in  that  time.  Surely  it  is  asking 
too  much  of  the  City  to  require  it  to  be  wiser  than  these 
experts,  and  to  perceive  then  what  may  perhaps  be  plain 
enough  now  after  the  fact  has  become  known,  namely :  that 
the  Avrecki]^  company  had  overrated  its  ability  to  do  this 
particular  piece  of  work.  I  agree  with  the  following  pro- 
position, quoted  from  the  brief  of  counsel  for  the  City  con- 
cerning the  obligation  resting  upon  the  municipality : 

"^^■^lere  the  work  by  private  parties  is  being  carried  on 
diligently  and  continuously  and  with  evident  good  faith 
as  to  its  ultimate  effectiveness,  the  City  is  hot  required  to 
•be  astute  in  determining  as  a  matter  of  exi>ert  judgment, 
wlietlier  or  not  such  work  is  being  done  on  a  proper  systeni 
or  with  proper  appliances,  when  the  appliances  and  sys- 
tem are  such  as  are  in  common  use  for  the  purpose  of  rais- 
ing and  removing  wrecks,  nor  in  detennining  whether  or 
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not,  under  the  method  so  adopted,  the  work  can  be  carried 
to  a  successful  issue."* 

A  decree  may  be  entered  dismissing  the  libel  with  costs.

My  Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  relative  to  the 
legal  opening  of  Lawrence  street,  north  of  Locust  street, 
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with  the  accompanying  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  High^vavi^  to  yourself,  was  referred  by  this  Department 
to  the  Tinreaii  of  Surveys  for  any  further  information 
which  they  might  have  upon  tlie  subject.  I  enclose  copy  of 
the  reply  of  Mr.  George  S.  Webster,  Chief  Engineer. 

Under  the  circumstances  as  disclosed  in  the  letters  of 
Mr.  Webster  and  Mr.  Brooks,  it  Avould  seem  that  the  action 
of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  in  placing  the  street  upon  the 
City  plan,  and  of  Councils  in  directing  that  it  be  paved, 
•is  binding  upon  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  and  that  the  lat- 
ter Bureau  has  no  authority  to  question  the  propriety  or 
legality  of  such  action  for  the  purpose  of  deciding  for  it- 
self whether  it  will  or  will  not  proceed  with  the  work. 

Whatever  questions  of  fact  may  be  raised  by  the  opposing 
contentions  of  the  respective  parties,  can  be  determined  in 
the  proper  tribunal  in  case  legal  proceedings  of  any  char- 
acter shall  be  instituted.

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There  is  nothing  upon  the  face  of  this  paper  which  has 
any  of  the  features  of  a  lottery  scheme,  and  I  therefore 
answer  your  inquiry  in  the  negative.

Dear  Sir  : — Relative  to  the  resolution  of  the  Committee 
on  Property  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  July  15,  1902, 
setting  forth  that  an  application  has  been  made  to  the 
United  States  District  Court  to  declare  Robert  S.  John- 
ston, a  contractor,  a  bankrupt,  and  that  an  order  has  been 
duly  served  upon  the  Board  of  Education  restraining  it 
from  paying  any  more  money  to  the  said  Johnston;  that 
the  City  Trust,  Safe  Deposit  and  Surety  Company,  the 
surety  for  the  said  Johnston,  claims  the  right  to  complete 
the  said  contract  and  receive  the  money  still  due  upon  the 
same,  which  right  may  also  be  claimed  by  the  Trustees  in 
Bankruptcy  of  the  said  Johnston,  I  reply  to  your  several 
inquiries  as  follows : 

A.  "Shall  the  Board  of  Public  Education  permit  and 
instruct  the  City  Trust,  Safe  Deposit  and  Surety  Company 
to  proceed  with  the  completion  of  the  Annex  to  the  Central 
High  School  as  sureties  for  Robert  S.  Johnston,  the  con- 
tractor, as  provided  by  the  terms  of  its  bond?" 

If  the  contractor  has  defaulted  in  the  performance  of 
the  contract  and  is  not  proceeding  Avith  the  same,  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  has  the  right  either  to  finish  the  work 
itself,  or  to  notify  the  surety  so  to  do.  If  they  desire  not 
to  follow  the  former  course,  they  should  notify  the  City 
Trust,  Safe  Deposit  and  Surety  Company,  the  surety,  to 
complete  the  contract,  and  should  said  Compiany  in  accord-

ance  therewith  seek  to  proceed  with  the  work,  it  should  be 
permitted  to  do  so. 

B.  '"Upon  the  completion  of  said  Annex  shall  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  pay  to  the  City  Trust,  Safe  Deposit 
and  Surety  Company  the  amount  standing  to  the  credit  of 
the  contract?" 

Should  the  surety  complete  the  contract,  I  think  it  should 
be  paid  so  much  of  the  contract  price  as  represents  work 
done  and  material  furnished  by  it.  As  to  so  much  of  thn 
contract  price  as  may  properly  be  apportioned  for  work 
done  by  the  contractor  before  making  such  default,  this 
should  not  be  paid  to  the  surety  as  the  said  Trustee  may 
have  a  right  to  collect  the  same,  and  any  question  arising 
between  them  should  be  determined  in  the  courts. 

C.  "Should  the  Trustee  in  Bankruptcy  be  permitted  to 
complete  the  contract  and  receive  said  money  ?" 

If  the  Trustee  in  Bankruptcy  desires  to  complete  the 
contract,  the  Board  of  Public  Education  should  not  in- 
terpose to  prevent  his  doing  so.  If  both  the  Trustee  in 
Bankruptcy  and  the  surety  seek  to  do  the  work,  the  ques- 
tion should  be  settled  between  them,  and  the  Board  of 
Public  Education  should  take  no  part  in  the  controversy.

Dear  Sie: — I  herewith  return  the  sample  of  circular 
sent  by  you  to  this  Department,  with  a  request  for  an  opin- 
ion whether  it  can  be  distributed  under  the  ordinance  relat- 
ing to  the  distribution  of  circulars.  That  ordinance  excepts 
circulars  enclosed  in  addressed  envelopes,  and  in  the  recent 
case  of  City  vs.  Costello,  17  Superior  Court,  839,  it  was 
held  that  an  envelope  enclosing  a  circular  addr^sed  "To 
the  Lady  of  the  House,"  was  within  the  exception,  and 
that  consequently  the  distribution  of  such  circulars  was 
not  forbidden  by  the  ordinance.  I  think  it  clear,  however, 
that  the  exception  provided  by  the  ordinance  applies  only 
to  circulars  sealed  in  a  separate  enclosure.  The  specimen 
you  send  me  is  not  such,  but  merely  has  printed  upon  the 
back  of  the  body  of  the  circular  the  words  "To  the  Lady  of 
the  House." 

I  do  not  believe  that  such  a  circular  could  be  distributed 
in  the  manner  which  the  ordinance  prohibits.

Deae  Sie  : — To  your  commmiication  in  wliich  you  state 
that  you  are  directed  by  the  Committee  on  Highways  to 
ask  this  Department  for  an  opinion  whether  Berks  street, 
froui  Broad  to  Sixteenth  street,  is  properly  on  the  City 
plan,  and  whether  or  not  Councils  can  pass  an  ordinance 
opening  said  street  between  the  limits  named,  I  reply  that 
under  the  Ordinance  of  April  27,  1875,  authorizing  the 
Board  of  Surveyors  to  revise  the  City  plan  in  the  location 
in  question,  I  am  informed  by  the  Registrar  of  the  Bureau 
of  Surveys  that  a  plan  was  confirmed  on  July  19,  1875, 
showing  Berks  street  as  laid  down  of  the  width  of  50  feet, 
from  Broad  to  Sixteenth  street,  through  Monument  Ceme- 
tery, which  said  revised  plan  is  still  in  effect.  That  street 
is  therefore  properly  upon  the  City  plan. 

Under  the  Act  of  Assembly  approved  March  19,  1838, 
P.  L.  126,  incorporating  the  Monument  Cemetery  Com- 
pany, it  was  provided  that  Washington  avenue  (now  Berks 
street),  from  Broad  street  to  Schuylkill  Seventh  street 
(now  Sixteenth  street)  should  be  vacated  and  not  again 
opened. 

In  the  case  of  the  opening  of  Twenty-second  street 
through  the  cemetery  of  the  United  American  Mechanics, 
102  Pa.,  108,  however,  a  similar  statutory  provision  was 
held  not  to  pre^'ent  the  opening  of  a  street  through  the 
cemetery  to  which  such  statutory  provision  applied,  in  view 
of  the  Act  of  June  8,  1881,  P.  L.  58,  declaratory  of  the 
meaning  of  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  P.  L.  235.  The  said 
Act  of  1881  expressly  authorized  the  opening  of  streets 
notwithstanding  any  private  or  special  contract  to  the  con- 
trary. It  was  held  in  the  case  mentioned  that  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  of  1881  were  not  forbidden  by  the 
earlier  Act  granting  immunity  from  the  opening  of  the 
streets,  the  cemetery  company  being  compensated  for  the 
taking  of  its  property  right  under  the  contract  which  the 
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Act  of  Assembly  created.  For  similar  reasons  the  Act  of 
1838  would  not  prevent  the  City  from  opening  Berks 
street,  from  Broad  to  Sixteenth  street,  through  Monument 
Cemetery,  and  the  appointment  of  a  jury  of  view  to  assess 
the  damages  of  the  Cemetery  Company  in  due  course.

Dear  Sik: — To  your  inquiry  whether  the  Board  of 
Health  has  the  right  to  refuse  permission,  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Monument  Cemetery  Company,  located 
at  Broad  and  Berks  streets,  to  erect  a  new  public  receiving 
vault  upon  the  site  of  their  old  vault,  I  reply  that  I  find 
nothing  in  the  law  which  gives  to  your  Board  the  right  to 
prevent  such  erection  of  the  new  vault. 

The  Act  of  April  20,  1899,  P.  L.  Q%,  forbids  the  estab- 
lishment of  new  burial  grounds  in  the  built-up  portions 
of  cities,  but  it  expressly  gives  to  burial  grounds  already 
established  in  such  locations  the  right  to  remain.  I  do 
not  think  that  the  erection  of  a  new  vault  upon  the  site  of 
an  old  one  is  within  the  prohibition  of  this  statute.

$326,600,  being  the  premium  upon  the  $6,400,000  City

Dear  Sm : — To  your  request  for  advice  whether  any 
obligation  rests  upon  the  City  Treasurer  to  notify  the 
Townshi}  of  Lower  llerion  to  make  the  first  or  other  an- 
nual payments  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  June  30, 
1902,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  for  the  connection  of  cer- 
tain sewers  to  be  constructed  by  the  Township  of  Lower 
Merion  with  certain  sewers  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"' 
I  reply  that  by  Section  2  of  the  said  ordinance  it  is  pro- 
vided tliat  the  first  annual  payment  shall  be  made  before 
any  connection  is  made  with  said  sewers,  and  subsequent 
annual  payments  shall  be  made  on  or  before  the  same  date 
in  each  and  every  year  thereafter.  Upon  failure  of  the 
said  township  to  make  payment  upon  the  time  designated, 
the  said  City  may  enter  upon  and  disconnect  the  outlet 
of  the  sewers  of  said  township  from  the  City  sewerage 
system. 

From  this  it  would  appear  that  the  first  payment  is  not 
due  at  any  fixed  time,  but  only  before  the  sewers  of  Lower 
Merion  Township  shall    connect    with    the    Philadelphia 
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sewerage  system.  If  this  lias  been  done,  though  it  is  not 
incumbent  upon  jou  to  notify  that  township  to  make  pay- 
ment, there  is  no  objection  to  your  doing  so,  and  if  sucli 
notice  be  not  complied  with,  to  advise  the  proper  authori- 
ties so  that  due  action  may  be  taken  to  disconnect  the  out- 
let of  the  sewers^,  as  provided  in  that  section. 

You  will  observe  that  under  Section  3,  the  making  of  a 
contract  oetweeu  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Town- 
ship of  Lower  Merion,  is  required  as  an  antecedent  to  the 
making  of  the  sewer  connections  in  question.  ]SFo  such 
contract  has  as  yet  been  filed  in  this  Department.

Deah  Sik: — Your  favor  of  the  31st  ult.,  in  reference 
to  the  construction  of  the  Cohocksink  Sewer  on  Eleventh, 
Twelfth  and  Diamond  streets,  received.  You  state  that 
the  final  estimate  is  due  the  contractor,  and  that  you  desire 
me  to  advise  you  whether  "a  bond  in  addition  to  that  at- 
tached tc  the  coij tract  is  necessary  to  projDerly  protect  the 
City's  interests  covering  any  damages  that  may  have  been 
suffered  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  the  sewer."  You 
also  state  that  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surv^eys  advises 
you  that  no  clai]ns  have  been  filed  in  his  Bureau,  but  that 
you  understand  suits  have  been  brought  against  the  City. 

We  have  been  unable  to  get  any  information  of  any 
suits  f()r  damages  due  to  the  construction  of  the  Cohock- 
sink Sewer  on  Eleventh,  Twelfth  and  Diamond  streets. 
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If,  as  you  state,  the  final  estimate  is  due  to  the  con- 
tractor, and  yon  have  not  been  informed  of  any  claims  for 
damages  caused  by  the  said  contractor  in  the  construction 
of  the  sewer,  he  is  entitled  to  receive  the  balance  due  him 
without  requiring  any  additional  bond.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  Avhether  boilers  placed 
upon  barges,  flatboats,  wrecking  boats,  dredges,  etc.,  and 
used  simply  for  hoisting  or  other  similar  purposes  and  not 
for  the  propulsion  of  the  vessel,  are  to  be  regarded  as  sta- 
tionary boilers  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  of  Assembly 
governing  that  subject,  and  whether  such  boilers  are 
within  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  April 
18th,  1899,  P.  L.  49,  requiring  such  boilers  to  be  operated 
by  licensed  engineers,  I  reply  that  it  appears  clear  that 
the  subjects  in  question  are  not  governed  by  the  Acts  of 
Congress  relating  to  the  inspection  of  boilers,  such  Acts 
being  obviousl,y  confined  to  boilers  upon  steam  vessels 
used  for  propulsion. 

The  Act  of  May  7th,  1864,  P.  L.  880,  authorizes  the 
appt'intment  of  an  inspector  of  steam  engines  and  steam 
boilers  in  and  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  makes  it 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  maintain,  or  keep  in  use  or 
operation,  or  after  the  date  of  said  Act  to  put  in  use  or 
operation  any  stationary  steam  engine  or  steam  boiler 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia  without  having  first  re- 
ceived a  certificate  that  the  same  has  been  found  to  be  safe 
and  competent. 

The  Act  of  April  18th,  1899,  provides:  "That  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  have  charge  of  or 
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to  operate  a  steam  boiler  or  steam  engine  over  ten  korse 
power,  in  cities  of  the  first  class  of  this  Commonwealth, 
except  locomotive  boilers  used  in  transportation,  and  steam 
engines  and  steam  boilers  carrying  less  than  fifteen  pounds 
pressure  per  square  iuch_,  unless  said  person  or  persons  are 
upwards  of  twentv-one  years  of  age  and  holds  a  license, 
as  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  owner  or  OAvners,  user  or  users,  of  any  steam  boiler 
or  steam  engine  over  ten  horse  power,  other  than  those  ex- 
cepted above,  to  operate  or  to  cause  to  be  operated  a  steaiu 
boiler  or  steam  engine  without  a  duly  licensed  engineer." 

In  the  opinion  of  this  Department  such  boilers  as  those 
concerning  which  you  inquire  are  stationary  boilers  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act  of  1864,  and  unless  the  same  come 
within  the  exceptions  referred  to  in  Section  1  of  the  Act 
of  1899,  above  recited,  that  statute  is  also  applicable. 
When  steam  boilers  of  the  character  mentioned,  therefore, 
are  operated  within  the  boundaries  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, I  think  that  they  come  within  the  operation  of 
both  of  the  said  statutes.

Dear  Sir  :-  —Your  favor  of  the  22nd  inst.,  in  reference 
to  the  substitution  by  the  contractors  of  bituminous  coal 
for  buckwheat  coal,  received. 

From  our  conversation  with'  you  it  appears  that  Messrs. 
Mclvee  and  Cox  contracted  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
to  furnish  buckwheat  coal  at  $3.29  per  ton.  The  con- 
tractors have  been  furnishing  coal  as  per  contract,  until 
recently,  but  owing  to  the  strike  in  the  anthracite  coal 
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region,  they  arc  unable  at  present  to  secure  buckwheat 
coal.  They  offer  to  furnish  bituminous  coal  in  place 
thereof.  Under  their  contract  with  the  City  they  agreed 
to  furnish  bituminous  coal  for  certain  buildings  at  $3.92 
per  ton.  You  state  that  a  ton  of  bituminous  coal  will  be 
more  than  equivalent  to  a  ton  of  buckwheat  coal.  You 
also  state,  that  Mr.  James  Bannister,  the  engineer  con- 
nected with  your  Department,  reports  that  "the  difference 
in  evaporative  capacity  of  the  bituminous  over  that  of 
Lykens  Valley  buckAvheat  would  be  in  the  neighborhood 
of  fifteen  per  cent.,  and  that  this  opinion  is  confirmed  by 
that  of  the  consulting  engineer,  Mr.  Albert  C.  Wood," 
■vvhose  conn  nuni  cat  ion  accompanies  your  letter. 

You  desire  to  know  whether  the  City  Controller  would 
be  warranted  in  countersigning  a  warrant  drawn  in  favor 
of  McKee  and  Cox  for  bituminous  coal  at  the  price  at 
which  they  agreed  io  furnish  buckwheat  coal,  namely, 
$3.29  per  ton  of  2240  pounds. 

I  advise  you  that  imder  the  circumstances,  as  the  con- 
tractors arc  unable  to  secure  buckwheat  coal,  and  as  in  the 
opinion  of  your  engineer  the  bituminous  coal  will  be  equiv- 
alent in  generating  steam  power,  and  the  contractors  offer 
to  furnish  bituminous  coal  at  the  price  at  which  they  had 
agreed  to  furnish  buckwheat  coal,  namely,  $3.29  per  ton, 
the  City  Controller  would  be  justified  in  countersigning 
a  warrant  in  favor  of  the  said  contractors.

Dear  Sie  : — Your  favor  of  the  26th  inst.,  in  reference 
to  paving  in  front  of  tlie  proj^erty  of  the  German  Lutheran 
Cemetery  on  lluntingdon  street,  received. 
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The  District  Snrve^'or  in  the  communication  to  you — 
copy  of  which  you  embody  in  your  letter — is  in  doubt  as 
to  whether  the  property  in  the  name  of  the  German 
Lutheran  Cemetery  is  assessable  or  exempt  for  new  or 
original  paving.  He  states  that  the  secretary  of  the  said 
cemetery  informs  him  that  it  is  not  a  source  of  profit  and 
that  there  is  a  deficit  of  $600  annually  in  maintenance, 
and  that  all  of  the  lots  in  the  cemetery  have  been  sold. 
You  enclose  blank  form  of  deed,  copy  of  charter  of  the 
German  Lutheran  Congregation  and  a  plan  of  frontage. 

The  District  Surveyor  refers  to  the  property  as  in  the 
name  of  the  German  Lutheran  Cemeteiy,  and  I  see  the 
plan  gives  the  same  corporation  as  the  owner  of  the  prop- 
erty, but  by  the  chartei',  form'  of  deed,  &c.,  the  property  is 
in  the  name  of  "The  Ministers,  Vestrymen  and  Church 
Wardens  of  the  (Tcrman  Lutheran  Congregation,  in  and 
near  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

If  the  statement  of  the  District  Surveyor  as  to  the  name 
of  the  owner  be  correct,  it  would  be  necessary  for  us  to 
have  the  cliarter  of  the  German  Lutheran  Cemetery  Com- 
pany, and  the  facts  connected  with  its  ownership  and 
management.  If  the  property  belongs  to  the  Ministers,. 
Vestrymen,  &c.,  then  we  can  consider  the  question  with 
the  papers  you  have  already  sent  us. 

The  charter  of  this  cemetery  was  originally  obtained 
from  Thomas  and  Eichard  Penn  in  1765,  and  it  states  that 
the  property  purchased  has  erected  upon  it  a  large  church, 
a  school  house  and  a  parsonage  house,  and  that  the  re- 
mainder of  the  ground  had  been  set  aside  for  a  burial 
place,  &c. 

Section  6  of  tlie  clinrter  provides  that  the  rents  and  reve- 
nues received  shall  be  applied,  among  other  things,  to  put- 
ting in  good  order  and  keeping  in  repair  the  burying  place. 

It  appears  from  the  charter,  that  the  burying  ground 
was  attached  to  the  cliurch  and  was  kept  in  repair  by  it, 
and  managed  by  the  officers  of  the  congregation.  The 
blank  form  of  deed  which  you  sent,  shows  that  there  was 
no  conveyance  of  tlie  lots,  but  merely  the  right  of  sepul- 
ture, wliieh  did  not  vest  in  the  grantee  any  fee  in  the 
ground,  but  merely  a  light  of  burial,  and  the  grantee*  was 
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prohibited  from  transferring  that  riglit  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  congregation ;  and  it  was  expressly  stated  that 
the  right  was  reserved  for  the  grantee  and  his  family  and 
friends,  and  no  profit,  pecuniary  payment,  emolument  or 
charge  was  to  accrue  to  the  grantee  by  virtue  of  the  grant. 

Section  5  of  the  Act  of  June  4,  1901,  provides:  "Public 
property  used  for  public  purposes  shall  not  be  subject  to 
tax  claims  or  municipal  claims ;  and  actual  places  of  re- 
ligious worship,  places  of  burial,  not  used  or  held  for  pri- 
vate or  corporate  profit,  and  institutions  of  purely  public 
charity,  shall  not  be  subject  to  tax  or  municipal  claims, 
except  for  the  removal  of  nuisances,  for  sewer  claims  and 
sewer  connections,  or  for  recurbing,  paving,  repaving  or 
repairing  the  footvva^'s  in  front  thereof." 

If  the  place  of  burial  on  Huntingdon  street,  managed 
and  owned  by  the  Ministers,  Vestrymen  and  Church  War- 
dens of  the  German  liUtheran  Congregation  is  not  used  or 
held  for  private  or  corporate  profit,  it  is  not  assessable  for 
the  cost  of  paving  on  Huntingdon  street  in  front  thereof. 
^Miether  it  be  a  place  of  burial  not  used  or  held  for  private 
or  corporate  profit  is  a  question  of  fact  to  be  determined 
by  the  City  authorities,  and  the  charter  and  form  of  deed 
which  you  submit  would  aid  very  much  in  settling  the 
question. 

If  witli  this  evidence  before  you,  you  still  have  any 
doubt  as  to  the  liability  of  this  property  for  the  street  pav- 
ing, it  might  be  better  to  have  the  assessment  bills  prepared 
and  a  lien  filed.

Dear  Sin: — To  ;, our  verbal  inquiry  as  to  whether  the 
statute  of  limitations  operates  against  personal  taxes  m 
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so  far  as  to  bar  r(?covery  of  personal  taxes  after  six  years, 
I  answer  as  follows : 

It  is  well  settled  on  the  grounds  of  public  policy  that 
statutes  of  limitation  do  not  extend  to  the  Commonwealth, 
unless  she  be  expressly  named  and  her  rights  waived,  and 
the  Commonwealth  is  not  expressly  named  or  her  rights 
waived  in  any  of  the  statutes  of  limitations  as  far  as  per- 
sonal taxes  are  concerned,  nor  do  the  Acts  imposing  per- 
sonal taxes  apply  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  of 
lindtations  to  said  Acts. 

The  taxes  imposed  upon  personal  property  are  essen- 
tially State  taxes,  and  upon  principle  it  would  seem  that 
they  are  not  subject  to  the  statute  of  limitations.  It  is 
true  that  a  portion  of  these  taxes  are  to  be  returned  to  the 
respective  counties,  ll  is  only  as  to  such  portion  that  any 
question  of  the  applicability  of  the  statute  of  limitations 
could  be  raised.  While  the  tax,  however,  is  to  be  thus  di- 
vided between  the  State  and  the  county,  it  is  levied  as  a 
distinct  entity  under  State  authority  and  primarily  for 
State  purposes. 

It  is,  therefore,  the  cpinion  of  this  Depai-tment,  that  the 
statute  of  limitations  could  not  be  successfully  interposed, 
even  as  to  that  portion  of  the  tax  which  the  law  directs 
shall  be  returned  to  the  counties.

Deak  Svi;:-— I  nm  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  12th  inst.,  tiansmitting  a  copy  of  letter  to  yourself 
from  John  M.  Lukens,  Chief  Inspector  of  Boilers,  from 
which  it  appears  that  the  question  has  been  raised  as  to 
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the  constitutionality  of  the  Act  of  April  18,  1899  (P.  L. 
49),  to  jjrovide  for  the  better  protection  of  life  and  prop- 
erty by  the  excimination  and  licensing  of  engineers  having 
charge  of  steam  boilers,  steam  euginesi  and  appliances  con- 
nected therewith,  in  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  providing  penalties  for  violations,  the 
Spreckles  Sugar  Refining  Company  claiming  that  said 
Act  is  nnconstitntionai,  and  therefore  refusing  to  obey  its 
provisions. 

The  gronud  upon  "^vhich  it  is  claimed  to  be  unconstitu- 
tional does  not  appear,  and  after  a  careful  examination 
of  the  statute  ]  do  not  believe  that  there  is  any  ground 
upon  ■which  its  constitutionality  as  a  whole  can  be  suc- 
cessfully assailed.  However  this  may  be,  I  cannot  find 
that  it  has  been  decided  to  be  unconstitutional,  and  in  ad- 
vance of  such  decision  it  should  not  be  assumed  to  be  so. 
I  agree  in  tbe  isuggestion  that  the  question  thus  raised 
should  be  decided  by  the  courts.  This  can  only  be  done 
by  instituting  a  criminal  prosecution,  as  provided  by  Sec- 
tion 12  of  the  Act  for  the  enforcement  of  the  directions 
tion  1-2  of  the  Act  for  the  enforcement  of  the  directions  of 
Section  1,  or  of  such  other  portions  of  the  Act  as  may  have 
been  violated.  Such  prosecution  may  be  initiated  by  your- 
self or  the  head  of  the  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection.  Be- 
fore doing  so,  however,  I  would  recommend  that  you  or 
he  confer  with  the  District  Attorney.

Dear  Sir:-— To  your  communication  stating  that  a  con- 
tract for  the  erection  of  a  new  school  building  at  Clearfield 
street,  between  "D"  street  and,  Bohrer  street,  to  contain  fif- 
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teen  'divisions,  had  teen  awarded  for  the  sum  of  $74,- 
280.00,  subject  to  tlie  opinion  of  this  Department  whether 
such  award  was  proper  in  view  of  the  proviso  attached 
to  the  ordinance  appropriating  the  money  to  the  effect 
"that  no  contract  shall  be  given  for  any  school  (manual 
training  school  excepted  )  for  an  amount  costing  more  than 
$4,000.00  to  a  division,  including  all  outside  work  sur- 
rounding the  building,''  I  reply  that  the  school  system 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia  which  constitutes  the 
First  SelK)ol  Section  or  District  of  Pennsylvania,  was 
founded  by  the  Act  of  March  3,  1818,  P.  L.  124.  By  that 
Act  the  ]")Ower  of  supervision,  the  direction  and  control 
relative  to  the  public  schools  of  the  City  was  vested  in  the 
Controllers  of  the  Public  Schools,  which  has  since  become 
the  Board  or  Bureau  of  Public  Education.  Among  the 
many  powers  granted  to  that  Board  by  the  Act  of  1818,  it 
was  authorized  to  determine  the  number  of  school  houses 
to  be  erected  in  every  section  and  to  limit  the  expense  of 
erecting  and  c^stablishing  the  same.  Many  other  Acts  of 
Assembly  havci  since  been  passed  dealing  with  this  general 
subject,  an  enumeration  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  re- 
cent case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Davis,  199  Pa.,  278,  the 
decision  of  ''.he  Supreme  Court  in  which  case  is  quoted  at 
length  in  the  opinion  of  this  Department  Sent  you  on  June 
10th  last. 

Among  the  other  Acts  conferring  authority  upon  the 
Board  of  Education  is  that  of  February  18,  1871,  which 
provides  that  "whenever  the  Board  of  Public  Education 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  determined  upon  the  erec- 
tion of  a  new  school  house,  and  the  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  have  made  an  appropriation  of  money  to 
build  the  same,  all  matters  in  connection  with  the  erec- 
tion of  said  school  house  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
said  Board  of  Public  Education."  ' 

In  the  case  of  Johnson  vs.  City,  47  Pa.,  381,  the  Su- 
preme Court  stated  the  law  applicable  to  subjects  like 
the  present  one  to  be  as  follows :  "From  an  examination 
of  the  Acts  of  Assembly,  to  wdiich  out  attention  has  been 
directed  in  this  case,  it  is  apparent  that  everything  per- 
taining to  the  public  schools,  \vithin  the  City  and  County 
of  Philadelphia,  has  been  committed  to  the  Board  of  Con-

trollcrs,  excepting  only  the  public  purse,  whicli  has  been 
kept  carefully  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Council.  The 
Controllers  have  power  to  establish  schools,  to  provide 
school  books,  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  con- 
duct of  the  schools,  to  appoint  teachers,  and  to  fix  their 
salaries,  but  they  have  no  power  to  raise  or  appropriate 
revenues.  *  *  The  legislature  of  the  City  was  not  a 
body  well  fitted  to  descend  into  the  minute  details  of  the 
system,  and  to  measure  out  the  exact  sum  each  teacher  was 
to  receive,  but  they  could  classify  the  general  objects  of 
expenditure,  of  which  teachers'  salaries  would  be  one,  leav- 
ing to  the  Controllers  the  sub-division  of  the  sum  appro- 
jDriated  to  that  object,  among  the  several  individuals  en- 
titled to  share  in  it." 

In  that  case  Councils  had  appropriated  a  sum  of  money 
for  the  payment  of  teachers'  salaries,  with  the  provision, 
however,  that  before  the  respective  salaries  of  teachers 
should  be  fixed,  a  scale  or  schedule  should  be  adopted  upon 
a  basis  which  would  bring  the  total  of  all  salaries  for  the 
year  within  the  amount  of  the  annual  appropriation.  A 
teacher  having  sued  the  City  for  the  amount  of  salary 
fixed  by  the  Board,  and  it  appearing  that  no  such  scale  or 
schedule  had  been  adopted,  the  Supreme  Court,  after  ex- 
pressing tlie  views  above  noted,  held  in  substance  that  said 
provision  was  entirely  within  the  province  of  Councils, 
and  that  such  a  provision  being  calculated  to  insure  the 
keeping  of  the  sum  to  be  expended  for  salaries  within  the 
appropriation  for  that  purpose,  the  same  was  valid  and 
binding,  and  that  no  obligation  of  the  City  for  salaries 
arose  until  such  schedule  should  be  accordingly  made.  It 
will  be  observed  in  this  case  that  the  object  of  the  Council- 
manic  proviso  was  to  keep  expenditures  for  the  item  of 
salaries  within  the  appropriation,  and  not  to  fix  the  amount 
of  salaries  to  be  paid  to  individual  teachers,  nor  to  pre- 
scribe the  number  of  teachers  to  be  employed,  or  in  any 
other  manner  to  supervise  the  controlling  authority  in  re- 
gard thereto  which  the  Acts  of  Assembly  vest  in  the  Board 
of  Public  Education. 

In  the  case  of  the  Commonwealth  vs.  Davis,  above  re- 
ferred to,  the  relator  sought  to  compel  the  Board  of  Public 
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Education  to  draw  a  warrant  for  an  amount  which  Coun- 
cils had  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  for  school 
purposes,  which  lot  said  Board  was  unwilling  to  accept. 
This  effort  was  unsuccessful,  the  Supreme  Court  holding 
that  the  selection  of  school  sites,  the  erection  of  schools, 
and  all  other  matters  concerned  with  the  internal  manage- 
ment of  the  school  system  belonged  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Education,  and  that  the  function  of  Councils  in  regard 
thereto  was  merely  to  appropriate  such  sums  for  the  various 
items  of  school  expenditures  as  in  their  discretion  seemed 
proper.  The  Court  said :  ''The  financial  affairs  of  the 
City  are  controlled  by  the  Councils,  pud  without  the  au- 
thority of  that  body,  previously  obtained,  no  funds  of  the 
City  can  be  used  for  any  purpose.  That  must  be  conceded. 
But  having  appropriated  the  funds  for  school  purposes,  the 
duty  of  the  Councils  has  been  performed,  and  that  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Education  commences."  After  citing  the 
provisions  of  the  Acts  of  1818  and  1871,  the  opinion  of 
the  Supreme  Court  proceeds  as  follows:  "The  intention 
of  this  legislation  is  manifest.  The  board  was  to  select  a 
site  and  erect  the  new  building  when  it  was  needed  with 
the  funds  appropriated  by  Councils  for  the  purpose.  The 
selection  of  the  site  was  a  matter  pertaining  as  much 
to  the  public  schools  as  the  erection  of  the  building.  Both 
legitimately  belonged  to  the  Board  of  Public  Education, 
created  for  the  special  purpose  of  effectively  carrying  out 
the  public  school  system  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

It  Avould  seem  clear  that  Councils  having  made  a  gen- 
eral appropriation  for  the  erection  of  school  houses,  the 
number  of  divisions,  or  of  schools,  or  the  amount  to  be 
expended  for  each,  relate  to  subjects  which  the  Acts  of 
Assembly  have  confided  to  the  Board  of  Public  Education. 
Such  limitations  or  conditions  do  not  tend  to  keep  ex- 
penditures for  the  purposes  in  question  within  the  appro- 
priation for  that  purpose,  but  rather  are  calculated  to 
apportion  a  certain  number  of  divisions  to  be  built  with 
the  money  appropriated  by  fixing  the  limit  of  the  amount 
to  be  expended  for  each. 

From  the  foregoing  citations  it  would  appear  that  this 
is  a  matter  concerning  which  the  Board  of  Education  alone 
has  the  power  to  decide. 
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I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  when  Councils  have 
appropriated  money  for  specific  school  purposes,  all  ques- 
tions thereafter  arising  as  to  the  particular  disbursement 
of  the  sums  so  appropriated,  or  pertaining  to.the  construc- 
tion or  management  of  the  public  schools,  were  intended 
by  law  to  be  left  to  the  Board  of  Public  Education  as  the 
co-ordinate  branch  of  government  having  special  charge 
of  the  details  relative  to  the  education  of  the  children  of 
the  Common-wealth,  and  that  any  conditions  or  provisos 
enacted  by  Councils  which  would  have  the  effect  of  re- 
straining such  right  of  direction  in  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  in  reference  thereto  or  limiting  the  duty  of 
said  department,  would,  to  the  extent  thereof,  have  a 
tendency  to  relieve  said  Board  of  the  legal  responsibility 
imposed  upon  it. 

In  conclusion,  therefore,  I  advise  you  that  the  discretion 
of  expending  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  ordinance 
in  question  must  be  left  to  the  judgment  of  said  Board  of 
Education  without  regard  to  the  said  proviso.

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  communication  enclosing  copies  of 
letters  from  Mr.  John  C.  Sager,  Chief  of  the  Electrical 
Bureau  and  the  General  Manager  of  the  Bell  Telephone 
Co.,  and  inquiring  as  to  the  rights  of  the  City  in  relatioji 
to  the  privileges  of  occupying  a  chamber  in  the  conduits 
laid  by  that  Company  under  the  streets  of  the  City,  I  reply 
that  the  first  ordinance  giving  privileges  to  the  Bell  Tele- 
phone Company  which  I  find,  is  that  of  December  3,  1879. 
This  seems  to  have  related,  in  the  main,  if  not  entirely,  to 
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overhead  wires.  It  contained,  however,  a  provision  requir- 
ing the  Bell  Telephone  Company  to  file  with  the  Law  De- 
partment a  written  obligation  to  comply  with  all  the  ordi- 
nances of  th§  City  regulating  or  in  any  manner  controlling 
telegraph  or  telephone  companies  in  the  use  of  the  streets 
for  telegraph  or  telephone  purposes,  which  have  been  or 
may  hereafter  be  enacted.  By  ordinance  of  June  13,  1882, 
p.  165,  all  wires  for  electrical  purposes  were  directed  to  be 
placed  underground.  This  ordinance  placed  no  restric- 
tions or  conditions  upon  the  companies  owning  such  wires. 

The  laying  of  underground  wires  in  the  streets  of  the 
City  was  first  regulated  by  the  Ordinance  of  June  21, 1882, 
p.  166.  That  ordinance,  however,  was  repealed  by  the 
Ordinance  of  March  30,  1883,  p.  68,  which  established  a 
system  of  regulation  for  the  use  of  underground  -conduits, 
wires  and  cables  for  electrical  conductors.  By  Section  5 
of  the  last  named  ordinance  it  was  provided: 

"That  when  the  City  of  Philadelphia  may  desire  to  use 
or  occupy  any  of  the  wires  or  conductors  in  any  of  the  con- 
duits, tubes,  pipes  or  cables,  for  police,  fire-alarm  or  other 
municipal  purposes,  the  corporation,  firm  or  person,  to 
whom  privileges  have  heretofore,  or  shall  hereafter  be 
granted,  for  the  laying  of  underground  conduits,  tubes, 
pipes,  electrical  conductors,  cables  or  wires,  shall  furnish 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Tele- 
graph with  one  and  not  more  than  three  conductors  or 
wires,  upon  thirty  days'  notice  to  any  such  corporation, 
firm  or  person,  free  of  any  cost  to  said  City.  The  Super- 
intendent of  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  to  have  the 
whole  and  absolute  control  of  such  electrical  conductors  or 
wires  as  he  shall  elect  to  use  for  the  purposes  named." 

The  ordinance  of  1863  was  in  turn  superseded  by  a 
later  ordinance  for  the  same  purpose,  approved  August  5, 
1886  (p.  243),  which  provided  a  new  and  complete  system 
of  regulation  for  the  laying  and  construction  of  under- 
ground wires,  electrical  conduits,  cables  and  tubes  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia.  Sections  6  and  7  of  the  Ordinance 
of  18SG  are  in  terms  as  follows : 

'"Sect.  6.  That  whenever  the  City  may.  desire  to  use  or 
occupy  any  of  the  wires,  electrical  conductors,  or  cables. 
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for  rauiiieipal  purposes,  the  company,  corporation,  fii'm 
or  individual,  to  wliieli  the  privilege  has  or  shall  hereafter 
be  granted  for  laying  or  constructing  such  lines  or 
branches,  shall  furnish  three  good  working  wires  upon 
thirty  (30)  days'  notice,  to  the  Electricar  Department, 
without  any  cost  to  the  City." 

"Sect.  7.  That  whenever  the  City  may  desire  to  occupy 
or  use  a  tube  or  chamber  in  any  of  the  conduits  or  tubes 
which  liave  heretofore  been  or  may  hereafter  be  laid  by 
authoi'ity  of  Councils,  the  company,  corporation,  firm  or 
individual  o^vning  such  conduits  or  tubes  shall,  upon 
thirty  (30)  days'  notice  from  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical 
Depanment,  funiish  said  Department,  free  of  cost  to  the 
City,  at  least  one  tube  or  chamber  in  such  conduits  or 
tubes:  Provided,  That  this  section  shall  not  be  construed 
to  a])ply  to  companies,  corporations,  firms  or  individuals 
laying  wires  who  have  complied  with  Section  6  of  this  or- 
dinance, of  which  compliance  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical 
Department  shall  be  judge." 

In  addition  to  the  requirement  of  the  Ordinance  of 
1ST9,  10  Avit,  that  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  should 
comply  with  all  ordinances  then  existing  or  thereafter  to 
be  ])assod,  this  obligation  was  imposed  upon  the  Bell  Tele- 
phone Companv  bv  later  ordinances.  See,  for  instance, 
the  Ordinance  of  March  22,  1880  (p.  38)  ;  July  16,  1883 
(p.  212)  :  October  12,  1885  (p.  22-1)  ;  June  10,  1886  (p. 
185)  ;  September  16,  1895  (p.  193),  and  others. 

In  the  Ordinance  of  January  12,  1888  (p.  5),  conferr- 
ing authority  upon  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  to  lay 
and  maintaiif  underground  cables  and  wires  and  to  erect 
])oles  for  electrical  purposes  on  certain  streets,  it  was 
further  provided  (p.  11)  that  the  said  company  should 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  of  August 
5,  1886,  above  referred  to,  "and  such  ordinances  as  are 
now  in  force  or  may  hereafter  bo  passed.  And  also,  that 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  are  or  may  be  adopted  from 
time  to  time,  by  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  for 
laying  or  maintaining  underground  wires,  cables,  conduits 
and  tulios,  and  the  construction  of  manholes,  not  provided 
for  in  fhe  ordinances  above  mentioned." 
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The  Ordinance  of  January  12,  1888,  whicli  is  appli- 
cable to  the  territory  between  Vine  and  South  streets  and 
the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers,  further  provided  that 
"'the  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Philadelphia  shall,  in 
Avriting,  agree  to  furnish,  free  of  expense  or  charge  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety,  for  the  use  of  the  City,  one 
duct  or  chamber  in  their  conduits,  or  in  lieu  thereof,  fur- 
nish to  said  Department  of  Public  Safety,  for  the  use  of 
the  City  at  all  times,  three  good  working  conductors  by 
special  cable,  or  otherwise,  in  their  conduits  as  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  and  re- 
quired by  Ordinance  approved  August  5,  1886. 

In  the  case  of  Commonwealth  ex.  rel.  Bell  Telephone 
Co.  vs.  Warwick,  185  Pa.,  623,  the  opinion  of  the  Su- 
preme Court,  delivered  by  Mr.  Justice  Mitchell,  assumed 
that  by  virtue  of  the  unconditional  terms  of  the  Ordinance 
of  June  13,  1882,  directing  the  placing  of  wires  under- 
ground, which  has  already  been  referred  to,  the  City  de- 
prived itself  of  the  right  to  impose  further  conditions  ex- 
cept for  police  purposes.  The  question  involved  in  that 
case,  however,  was  in  regard  to  the  right  of  the  company 
t(^  erect  terminal  poles.  Moreover,  the  contemporaneous 
Ordinance  of  June  21,  1882,  the  place  of  which,  as  stated 
above,  was  afterwards  supplied  by  the  Ordinance  of  March 
30.  1883,  was  not  adverted  to  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court, 

Until  the  subject  of  your  present  inquiry  is  distinctly 
settled  by  judicial  construction,  I  think  that  in  view  of 
the  entire  body  of  Councilmanic  legislation  bearing 
tliereon,  your  Department  would  be  justified  in  acting 
UTwn  upon  the  assumption  that  while  the  Bell  Telephone 
Company  has  the  option  to  say,  in  any  given  case,  whether 
it  will  furnish  to  the  City  one  duct  or  chamber  in  its  con- 
duits, when  requested  so  to  do  by  the  proper  authorities, 
or  whether  it  will,  in  lieu  thereof,  furnish  three  good  con- 
ductors or  cables,  for  the  use  of  the  City,  it  must,  when  so 
requested,  comply  with  one  or  the  other  of  these  require- 
ments.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  the  18th  inst., 
enclosing  correspondence  between  A.  Howson,  M.  D.,  Sec- 
retary of  the  State  Anatomical  Board  and  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Philadelphia  Hospital,  and  raising  the  ques- 
tion wJiether  the  authorities  of  such  hospital  have  the 
right,  against  the  wishes  of  the  Anatomical  Board,  to  cut 
unclaimed  corpses  and  hold  post-mortem  examinations 
thereon  for  clinical  purposes  before  delivering  such 
corpses  to  the  Anatomical  Board,  I  reply  that  the  subject 
is  governed  by  the  Act  of  June  13,  1883,  P.  L.  119," en- 
titled "An  Act  for  the  promotion  of  medical  science  by 
the  distribution  and  use  of  unclaimed  human  bodies  for 
scientific  purposes  through  a  board  created  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  to  prevent  unauthorized  uses  and  traffic  in  human 
bodies."  That  Act  provides  for  the  creation  of  a  Board 
for  the  distribution  and  delivery  of  dead  human  bodies 
from  almshouses,  prisons,  morgues,  hospitals  and  other 
public  institutions  having  charge  of  or  control  over  dead 
human  bodies  required  to  be  buried  at  the  public  expense. 
By  its  provisions  all  public  officers,  agents  and  servants, 
of  such  almshouses,  prisons,  etc.,  are  required  to  notify 
the  said  board  or  its  agent  whenever  such  body  or  bodies 
come  into  their  possession,  charge  or  control,  and  without 
fee  or  reward  to  deliver  such  body  or  bodies  to  said  board 
or  its  agents,  and  to  permit  the  latter  to  remove  the  same. 
The  declared  purpose  of  the  Act  is  that  such  bodies  shall 
be  used  for  the  advancement  of  medical  science,  which  pur- 
pose is  can-ied  out  by  the  distribution  by  the  board  of  said 
bodies  among  the  schools,  colleges,  physicians  and  surgeons 
of  the  State  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Act.  Bodies 
claimed  by  relatives,  and  those  of  travellers  dying  sud- 
denly are  excepted  from  its  provisions. 

Under  the  Act  above  cited,  it  seems  clear  that  the  legis- 
lative intention  was  that  unclaimed  bodies  of  ])ersons  dj'ing 
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in  the  institutions  mentioned  were  intended  to  be  delivered 
to  the  Anatomical  Board  of  the  State  to  be  by  it  dis- 
tribu'ted  to  schools,  colleges  and  surgeons  for  dissection,  or 
such  other  uses  as  might  advance  medical  science. 

To  hold  post-mortem  examinations  upon  corpses,  or  to 
cut  and  mutilate  them  before  their  delivery  to  the  Ana- 
tomical Board,  would  materially  interfere  with  such  pur- 
poses, the  presumed  intent  of  the  Act  being  that  the  bodies 
when  delivered  to  the  Board  should  be  in  as  perfect  a  con- 
dition as  circumstances  will  penuit,  and  that  the  dissec- 
tion thereof  should  take  place  after  the  Board  shall  have 
distributed  the  corpses  to  the  respective  institutions  en- 
titled to  receive  them.  At  least,  it  would  seem  clear  that 
the  Anatomical  Board  has  the  right  to  say  whether  such 
prior  cutting  and  dissection  does  not  so  interfere  with  the 
purposes  of  its  creation. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  in  so  far  as  the  Ana- 
tomical Board  may  object  to  the  corpses  being  mutilated 
at  the  Philadelphia  Hospital  before  delivery  to  that  Board, 
the  officials  of  such  hospital  have  not  the  right  to  cut  them 
for  purposes  of  instruction  or  clinical  research.  I  do  not 
think,  however,  tliat  the  right  of  the  Anatomical  Board 
to  have  the  bodies  delivered  to  it  without  such  mutilation 
would  extend  to  cases  where  post-mortem  examinations 
and  dissections  were  decided  to  be  necessary  to  ascertain 
the  cause  of  death,  or  for  scientific,  legal  or  other  similar 
purposes  required  by  public  considerations.

Deak  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  of  the  6th  inst.,  as  to  the 
proper  method  of  procedure  in  order  to  have  certain  con- 
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tracts  annulled  and  the  money  charged  against  them  re- 
credited  to  the  item  in  the  appropriation  to  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys,  I  reply  that  it  appears  from  your  communication, 
that  the  two  contracts  entered  into  by  the  City — one  in 
188S  and  one  in  189-1 — for  the  construction  of  branch 
sewers,  have  not  been  carried  out,  and  the  sewers  con- 
tracted for  have  not  been  constructed,  the  contractors  in 
the  meanwhile  having  died. 

T,^]-)on  these  facts  I  think  the  Director  "of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  should  simply  declare  the  contracts  an- 
nulled because  of  the  lapse  of  time,  advise  the  City  Con- 
troller of  such  action  and  request  that  the  money  charged 
against  the  contracts  be  recredited  as  desired.

Deak  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  23rd  inst.,  relative  to 
damage  to  property  at  Thirty-eighth  and  Brown  streets, 
and  enclosing  letter  of  George  S.  Webster,  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Surveys,  and  of  Charles  H.  Edmunds,  attorney 
for  Charles  IT.  Russell,  received. 

Tt  appears  that  Mr.  Hussell  claimed  that  he  was  injured 
by  reason  of  the  construction  of  a  sewer,  and  requested  you 
to  withhold  from  the  contractor,  Jerome  H.  Louchheim, 
a  sufficient  sum  to  liquidate  his  claim.  Since  then  Mr. 
Itussell  has  made  a  claim  before  a  road  jury  and  been 
awarded  $250.00,  and  is  now  satisfied  with  that  amount, 
and  d(^?ires  to  withdraw  the  notice  sent  you  in  reference  to 
withholding  the  money  from  the  contractor. 
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The  Chief  Engineer  states  that  the  contractor  should 
be  sued  for  the  amount,  as  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  believes 
the  damage  was  caused  in  part  by  his  negligence.  The 
action  of  the  road  jury  in  making  an  award  of  $250  settles 
the  question  of  negligence.  If  the  injury  complained  of 
was  done  by  the  negligence  of  the  contractor,  Mr.  Russell 
was  not  entitled  to  any  damages  in  a  proceeding  before  a 
road  jury,  and  the  fact  that  he  was  awarded  damages  in 
such  a  proceeding  would  be  conclusive  tbat  the  injury  was 
not  done  by  negligenpe,  but  was  a  necessary  consequence 
of  the  construction  of  the  sewer.  The  City  could  not  sue 
the  contractor  for  the  amount  of  that  award,  and  as  we 
have  not  been  required  in  any  action  for  negligence  to  pay 
to  Mr.  Russell  any  damages,  we  would  not  be  justified  in 
withholding  from  the  contractor  the  moneys  due  him. 

I  advise  you,  therefore,  that  suit  cannot  be  brought 
against  the  contractor  for  the  amount  awarded  by  the  road

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  what  disposition  should 
be  made  of  the  funds  due  upon  the  contract  with  Robert  S. 
Johnston  for  the  erection  of  the  Ann6x  to  the  Central  High 
School,  I  reply  that  it  appears  from  your  communication 
that  Mr.  Johnston  has  been  adjudged  a  bankrupt,  from 
which  adjudication,  however,  you  state  that  you  are  in- 
formed that  he  has  appealed  and  that  appeal  is  still  pend- 
ing ;  that  acting  under  the  requirement  of  his  bond  and 
the  demand  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  the  City 
Trust,  Surety  and  Safe  Deposit  Company,  as  Mr.  John- 
ston's surety,  has  completed  the  Annex  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Board,  and  that  there  is  money  standing  to  the  credit 
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of  this  contract  sufficient  to  pay  the  said  company  the 
amount  expended  by  it. 

You  inquire  Avhether  the  City  Trust,  Surety  and  Safe 
Deposit  Company  is  subrogated  for  Mr.  Johnston  under 
the  circumstances  above  narrated  and  is  entitled  to  be  paid 
the  amount  of  its  expenditures,  or  should  the  balance  re- 
maining to  the  credit  of  that  contract  be  paid  to  Mr.  John- 
ston's Assignee  or  Trustee  in  Bankruptcy, ' 

In  the  case  of  Foltz  vs.  Amweg,  191  Pa.,  157,  the  Su- 
preme Court  under  similar  conditions  held  that  the  balance 
standing  to  the  credit  of  the  contract,  in  so  far  as  the  same 
was  needed  to  pay  for  work  and  materials  furnished  by 
the  surety,  belonged  to  the  latter,  and  that  the  contractor 
had  no  title  or  interest  whatever  therein.  It  would  seem, 
indeed,  that  there  could  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  correctness 
of  this  conclusion. 

Accordingly  I  would  advise  you  that  in  the  present  case, 
in  so  far.  as  the  balance  in  hand  is  needed  to  pay  for  work 
01  material  furnished  by  the  City  Trust,  Surety  and  Safe 
Deposit  Company,  as  surety  under  the  contract,  payment 
should  be  made  to  that  company,  the  warrant  for  such 
amount  being  dra\^^l  in  favor  of  the  contractor  or  bearer, 
and  delivered  to  the  surety.  This  was  the  course  followed 
in  the  case  referred  to,  which  course,  as  already  stated,  met 
with  the  approval  of  the  Supreme  Court.

Dear  Sie: — Your  favor  of  the  26th  ult.,  in  reference 
tc  the  construction  of  a  main  sewer  on  Germanto^vn  ave- 
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nue,  from  Cresheim  Creek  to  Walnut  avenue,  and  as  to- 
the  cost  of  re-locating  the  electrical  conduit  by  which  power 
is  furnished  to  the  line  of  railway,  received. 

The  Germantown  Passenger  Railway  Company,  the 
original  company  occupying  Germantown  avenue,  was  in- 
corporated under  the  Act  of  April  11,  1858  (P.  L.  494). 
The  various  Acts  of  Assembly  subsequently  passed  relat- 
ing to  the  com]5any,  and  the  Ordinances  of  Councils,  par- 
ticularly the  Ordinances  of  September  9,  1890,  and  March 
30,  1893,  made  the  said  company  subject  to  all  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  relating  to  passenger 
railway  companies  in  the  use  of  the  streets.  This  com- 
pany is  subject  to  the  Ordinance  of  July  7,  1857,  as 
amended  by  the  Ordinance  of  April  1,  1859.  Section  3 
of  the  latter  ordinance  gives  the  City  full  power  and 
authority  in  making  alterations,  such  as  the  construction 
of  culverts,  and  the  laying  of  water  and  gas  pipes,  to  do 
what  is  necessary  upon  the  streets,  even  though  it  ruay 
embarrass  or  obstnict  said  railway  companies. 

The  railway  companies  occupy  the  streets  subject  to  the 
right  of  the  City  to  exercise  municipal  control  over  the 
streets  for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary  ]^ublic  im- 
provements. If,  therefore,  as  you  state,  in  order  to  con- 
struct the  main  sewer  in  Germantown  avenue  it  will  be 
absolutely  necessary  to  re-locate  the  electrical  conduit,  the 
cost  and  expense  of  such  re-location  should  be  borne  by  the 
Passenger  Railway  Company.  If  the  sewer  can  be  con- 
structed without  disturbing  the  electrical  conduit,  and  the 
re-location  is  a  mere  matter  of  convenience  to  the  City 
the  City  ought  to  bear  the  expense  of  such  re-location.

Dear  Sir  : — To  yoin-  inquiry  of  recent  date  whether  the 
Mayor  is  obliged  to  send  original  contracts  into  Court  when 
directed  by  subpoena  so  to  do,  or  whether  it  Avould  be  suffi- 
cient to  furnish  certified  copies  of  such  contracts,  and  in 
which  you  refer  to  the  case  of  Delaney  vs.  The  Regulators 
of  Philadelphia,  1  Yeats,  403,  in  support  of  the  lattei 
alternative,  I  reply  that  the  case  cited  does  not  justify 
disobedience  to  the  commands  of  a  subpoena,  but  decides 
that  upon  application  the  Court  will  refuse  to  issue  a 
subpoena  duces  tecum  commanding  the  production  of  such 
public  documents  as  should  be  more  properly  left  in  the 
office  to  which  they  belong,  because  their  removal  would 
cause  serious  inconvenience. 

In  modern  practice,  however,  though  in  form  the 
subpoena  embodies  the  command  of  the  Court,  yet  counsel 
procure  subpoenas  in  blank  and  fill  them  in  as  the  exigency 
of  their  cases  may  require,  or  may  seem  in  their  judgment 
to  require ;  but,  as  already  stated,  the  subpoena  when  filled 
up  becomes  technically  the  command  of  the  Court,  which 
no  citizen  has  the  right  or  power  to  disobey. 

As  a  ]:)raetieal  solution  of  the  difficulty  I  would  suggest 
that  in  the  next  instance  in  which  it  might  be  a  matter  of 
serious  inconvenience  to  produce  public  documents  in  the 
custody  of  the  Mayor  which  are  called  for  by  a  subpoena, 
that  a  petition  be  presented  to  the  Court  issuing  the  subpoena 
setting  forth  the  reasons  upon  which  the  Mayor  relies  for 
not  complying  therewith,  and  praying  either  that  the  Court 
make  an  order  in  that  individual  case  excusing  the  produc- 
tion of  the  original  i^aper,  which  may  then  serve  as  a  prece- 
dent ;  or  that  a  general  order  be  made  applying  equally  to 
all  similar  cases.  If  tli(>  cnnrts  should  thereupon  agree 
with  the  Mayor's  view  of  the  question,  they  will  doubtless 
take  such  measures  as  may  aiford    the    necessary  relief; 
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otherwise  there  can  ])e  no  choice  in  subsequent  cases  but  to 
obey  the  command  of  the  subpoena,  and  the  only  alternative 
would  be  to  apply  to  the  Legislature  for  the  passage  of  an 
Act  of  Assembly  making  certified  copies  of  such  documents 
legal  evidence  and  dispensing  w^ith  the  production  of  the 
original  documents  themselves.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  the  15th  inst, 
inquiring  as  to  the  proper  disposition  of  a  check  for  $18.63 
draMTi  to  the  order  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania, 
which  you  have  received,  together  with  an  order  of  the 
Court  directing  the  money  to  be  paid  to  the  "Treasurer  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  repay  the  costs  expended  on 
behalf  of  the  Commonwealth,"  I  reply  that  from  the  matter 
stated  by  you  it  appears  that  the  check  has  been  received 
by  tlie  District  Attorney  as  the  result  of  the  forfeiture  of 
a  bond  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  and  as  a  dividend 
in  the  ])ankrupt  estate  of  Samuel  C.  Wolf,  one  of  the  de- 
fendants; in  the  matter  in  that  court  in  which  said  bond 
was  given.  By  the  order  of  the  Court  it  is  decreed  that 
the  check  be  turned  over  to  you  "to  repay  the  costs  ex- 
pended on  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth."

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  inquiry  of  December  15th,  whether 
Councils  have  the  right  to  pass  an  ordinance,  a  draft  of 
which  is  submitted,  being  an  ordinance  directing  the  City 
Solicitor  to  satisfy  of  record  a  lien  filed  against  the  Snyder 
Avenue  Baptist  Church  for  sewer  laid  on  Mercy  street 
adjoining  said  church,  I  reply  that  while  it  would  be  ob- 
viously improper  and  illegal  for  Councils  arbitrarily  and 
without  any  proper  purpose  to  discriminate  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  municipal  liens,  requiring  some  property  o^vners 
to  pay  the  same  and  relieving  others  of  the  like  burden,  yet 
where  special  circumstances  in  the  judgment  of  Councils 
indicate  that  the  satisfaction  of  liens  of  this  character 
would  eventually  inure  to  the  City's  advantage,  or  where 
their  enforcement  would  result  in  unusual  and  inequitable 
hardship  to  the  OA\T:ier  of  the  property  against  which  the 
lien  has  been  filed,  it  has  long  been  the  custom  of  Councils 
in  their  discretion  to  afford  the  necessary  relief.  It  will 
readily  be  seen  that  it  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  City 
that  such  discretionary  power  on  the  part  of  Councils 
should  be  allowed,  if  not  illegal,  and  I  know  of  no  provision 
of  the  law  which  in  terms  forbids  its  exercise. 

The  Act  of  June  4,  1901  (P.  L.  364),  does  not  alter  the 
legal  status  of  the  matter.  Before  the  passage  of  that  Act 
places  of  religious  worship,  etc.,  were  liable  to  all  descrip- 
tions of  municipal  liens.  That  Act  exempts  those  institu- 
tions from  municipal  claims  generally,  excepting,  however, 
sewer  claims  and  some  other  specified  liens.  This  is  not 
an  affirmative  enactment  that  such  places  of  religious  wor- 
ship must  neces'^arily  be  subjected  to  liens  for  sewer  pipe, 
overriding  all  discretionary  power  of  Councils  to  relieve 
them  therefrom  in  extraordinary  cases,  but  merely  excepts 
sewer  claims  and  the  other  named  species  of  liens  from 
tlie  exempting  provision  in  regard  to  municipal  liens  gen- 
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erally,  thus  leuvini>-  such  places  of  religious  worship,  etc., 
in  the  same  condition  as  to  said  sewer  claims,  and  liens 
thereon,  as  they  were  before  the  passage  of  the  Act. 

I  understand  from  former  communications  relative  to 
this  matter,  if  my  recollection  is  correct,  that  the  Snyder 
Avemie  Baptist  Church  is  amply  supplied  with  sewer 
facilities  from  other  streets  than  the  one  in  which  this 
sewer  is  laid,  and  that  it  makes  no  use  of  the  latter.  If 
this  be  correct,  I  am  of  opinion  that  Councils  may  law- 
fully direct  the  satisfaction  of  the  lien  against  the  church 
property  for  the  sewer  on  ]\[ercy  street,  if  in  their  discre- 
tion such  a  course  would  be  proper  and  equitable.  I  would 
suggest,  however,  that  in  order  to  prevent  the  passage  cf 
this  ordinance  from  becoming  a  general  precedent,  the 
peculiar  circumstances  here  involved  be  set  forth  by  way 
of  preamble. 

The  draft  of  ordinance  sent  me  by  you  is  herewith 
returned.

In  re  Relaying   Water-pipe  in  Solly  Street,  Holmesburg. 

William  C.  Haddock^  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  communication  of  the  20th  inst., 
transmitting  correspondence  and  plan  relative  to  water- 
pipe  of  the  Holmesburg  Water  Company  in  Solly  street, 
Holmesburg,  and  inquiring  whether  by  reason  of  the  street 
being  brought  to  the  establisho<l  City  grade  the  City  should 
relay  the  water-pipe  of  said  Company,  I  reply  that  from 
the  documents  submitted  it  appears  that  the  pipes  were 
laid  in  the  street  some  twelve  years  ago  by  the  Hohnesburg 
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Water  Company  under  regulations  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  which  required  plans  of  the  proposed  work 
to  be  submitted  for  approval,  and  that  the  pipes  be  laid 
"at  least  four  feet  below  the  surface,  and  if  possible,  below 
the  established  grade."  These  regulations  were  specifically 
accepted  by  the  Water  Company,  which  also  in  tenns  un- 
dertook to  place  their  pipe  "four  feet  below  the  established 
City  grade."  The  plan  under  which  the  work  was  author- 
ized shows  that  the  pipe  should  be  laid  four  feet  below  the 
curb.  The  street  at  that  time  ha\i  not  been  graded,  and 
there  was  no  curb  actually  laid,  but  the  plan  exhibited  a 
curb  line  at  the  established  grade  some  distance  below  the 
i;iatural  surface. 

The  Company  appears  not  to  have  laid  its  pipes  four 
feet  below  the  established  grade,  as  required  by  said  plan, 
and  by  its  own  undertaking  in  accepting  the  regulations 
laid  down  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  for 
this  reason  when  the  street  now  comes  to  be  actually  brought 
to  the  established  grade,  the  bed  of  the  street  is  lower  than 
the  water-pipes  laid  by  the  Company,  which  are  thus  left 
exposed  above  the  surface. 

In  view  of  these  facts  I  do  not  think  it  the  duty  of  the 
City  to  place  the  said  water  pipes  below  the  grade  of  the 
street,  but  am  of  opinion  that  this  work  should  be  done  by 
the  Holmesburg  Water  Company,  and  at  its  own  expense.

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Henrj  E.  Edinnnds,  Esq.,  President  of  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Education,  enclosed,  Avas  dulj"  received. 

The  City  Controller  having  returned  contracts  between 
tltc  Board  and  Charles  McCoy  for  additional  plumbing 
amounting  to  $:2,975,  and  between  the  Board  and  the  Mc- 
]\[auus  Contracting  Company  for  constructing  new  stair- 
Avays,  amounting  to  $2,200.00,  in  the  Annex  to  the  Boys' 
High  School,  without  being  duly  certified  by  him  for  the 
reasou,  as  expressed  in  the  letter  to  Mr.  Edmunds,  "that 
the  bahince  to  tlie  credit  of  this  loan  item  is  insufficient  to 
meet  the  said  two  contracts,  after  deducting  the  amount 
due  Iiobert  S.  Johnston,  payment  of  which  is  authorized 
by  ordinance  of  Councils  approved  by  his  Elonor  the 
Mayor,  June  30th,  1902,"  you  ask  in  your  communication : 
"'"Wliether  the  ordinance  passed  by  Councils  appropriating 
$7(>,37r>.00  is  binding  upon  the  Board  of  Education  and 
the  City  Controller,  and  whether  the  City  Controller  has 
the  right  to  refuse  to  endorse  contracts,  and  refuse  pay- 
ment of  warrants  for  the  additional  work  above  described 
and  charged  against  the  amount  ($76,375)  appropriated 
by  Councils  in"  the  Ordinance  of  June  30th,  1902  ?" 

In  1896  the  Board  of  Public  Education  awarded  to 
Robert  S.  Johnston  the  contract  for  the  completion  of  the 
Boys'  High  School  for  $324,405.50,  conditioned  upon 
Councils  making  the  necessary''  appropriation.  The  con- 
tractor proceeded  with  the  work,  and  in  September,  1897, 
Councils  appropriated  (Ordinances  of  Councils,  Sept., 
1897,  p.  161)  $100,000.00  out  of  current  funds  to  pay 
hihi  fo]'  the  work  then  done.  On  July  12,  1898,  Councils 
appropriated  (Ordinances  of  Councils,  1898,  p.  173), 
$375,000.00  of  the  $11,200,000.00  loan  to  Item  70  for 
the  completion  of  the  Boys'  High  School.  Litigation  in- 
volving the  City's  right  to  create  the  loan  being  instituted, 
the  appropriation  Avas  not  aA^a  liable.  The  contractor  con- 
tinued the  Avork,  howcA^er,  and  in  December,  1898,  Coun- 
cils appropriated  (Ordinances  of  Councils,  1898,  p.  310), 
$150,000.00  out  of  the  current  funds  to  pay  for  work  on 
said  buihling.  In  JanuarA',  1899,  the  said  loan  of  $11,- 
200,000.00  having  been  declared  by  the  Coui-ts  to  be  legal. 
Councils  by  Ordinance  of  Januaiw  30,  1899  (Ordinances 
of  Councils,  1899,  p.  10),  transferred  $125,000.00  of  the 
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amoii]it  ($375,000)  set  apart  for  the  completion  of  the 
school  to  Item  59  for  the  purchase  of  lots  and  the  erection, 
of  new  school  buildings,  to  replace  the  amount  ($150,000) 
theretofore  appropriated  out  of  current  funds  in  December 
of  1898,  for  work  done  on  the  High  School  building. 
There  was  then  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Education  on  the  books  of  the  City  Controller  the 
sum  of  $250,000.00,  which  had  been  specifically  appro- 
priated by  Councils  for  the  completion  of  the  Boys'  High 
School  building,  and  which,  added  to  the  $150,000.00  pre- 
viously appropriated,  aggregated  an  amount  $25,000.00 
in  excess  of  that  originally  set  aside  out  of  the  $11,200,000 
loan  for  said  purpose. 

In  June,  1900,  a  contract  for  $90,762.50  between  Rob- 
ert S.  Johnston  and  the  City  for  the  balance  due  under 
his  original  contract  was  prepared  by  this  Department  at 
the  instance  of  the  Board,  but  was  not  executed  by 
the  City  for  reasons  which  are  now  not  necessary  to  dis- 
cuss. Johnston  brought  suit  to  recover  the  amount  claimed 
to  be  due  him.  A  verdict  of  $65,000.00  in  his  favor  was 
set  aside  and  judgment  entered  in  favor  of  the  City  for 
the  reason  that  the  instrument  sued  upon  did  not  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1885  relating  to  munici- 
pal contracts.  Councils  subsequently  by  ordinance  (Ordi- 
nances of  Councils  June  30,  1902,  p.  166)  authorized  and 
directed  the  Board  to  draw,  and  the  City  Controller  to 
c<juntersign,  a  warrant  for  $76,375.00  in  favor  of  John- 
ston out  of  the  money  appropriated  to  the  Board  for  the 
•completion  of  the  Boys'  High  School. 

At  the  time  the  Court's  decision  adverse  to  Johnston 
was  made,  the  Board  had  to  its  credit  of  the  moneys  ap- 
propriated for  the  completion  of  the  Boys'  High  School 
a  balance  in  excess  of  Johnston's  claim.  Since  then  pay- 
ments have  been  made  for  work  done  at  the  biiilding 
which  has  reduced  tlie  amount  to  $77,563.75,  or, 
$1,188.75  over  the  amount  directed  by  Councils  to  be  paid 
to  Johnston.  After  tlie  said  ordinance  was  passed,  the 
Board  contracted  for  additional  plumbing  and  new  stair- 
ways costing  more  than  $5,000.00,  not  originally  intended, 
and  which,  if  paid,  will  increase  the  cost  of  the  building 
some  $4,000.00  in  excess  of  the  amount  appropriated  by 
Councils. 
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The  question  therefore  suggests  itself:  Has  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  the  power  to  impose  financial  obliga- 
tions upon  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  constniction  of 
school  buildings  in  excess  of  the  appropriation  made  to  it 
by  Councils  for  the  purpose  ? 

Notwithstanding  the  extent  of  the  power  vested  in  the 
Board  to  exercise  exclusive  control  of  the  public  schools 
of  this  City  and  to  disburse  the  moneys  appropriated  for 
school  purposes  without  interference  by  Councils,  as 
pointed  out  in  my  opinions  of  June  10  and  October  l-t, 
of  this  year,  the  Board  has  no  authority  to  determine  to 
M'hat  extent  public  moneys  shall  be  used  for  school  pur- 
poses. That  power  is  vested  in  Councils  alone.  Act  Feb- 
ruary 2,  1854,  Sec.  39,  P.  L.  21. 

I'here  can  be  no  question,  from  the  authoritative  state- 
ments of  the  law  contained  in  the  cases  of  Comm.  vs. 
Davis,  199  Pa.,  278,  and  Johnston  vs.  Philadelphia,  -17 
Fa.,  284,  cited  in  my  former  opinions  of  the  right  of  the 
Board  to  disburse  the  moneys  appropriated  to  it  for  a 
sp(!cifi('  purpose,  for  that  purpose,  without  interference  by 
Councils.  But  there  is  no  more  authority  for  the  Board 
to  spend,  or  to  contract  for  the  expenditure  of,  a  sum  in 
excess  of  the  amount  appropriated  for  a  specific  purpose, 
than  it  has  to  use  moneys  appropriated  for  a  particular 
purpose  for  something  else.  It  has  the  power  to  dispose 
of  the  funds  entrusted  to  it  for  the  purpose  and  to  the  ex- 
tent of  the  appropriation.  To  hold  otherwise  would  vest 
in  the  Board  the  power  to  dispose  of  an  amount  in  excess 
of  111  at  fixed  by  Councils.  That  this  is  so,  is  manifested 
by  the  present  situation.  Councils  having  appropriated 
$400,000.00  for  the  completion  of  the  building,  and 
part  of  the  work  being  done,  the  Board  has  a  balance  of 
$77,56o.75,  with  a  charge  of  $76,375.00  against  it,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  $1,188.75.  It  then  attempts  to  contract 
for  additional  plumbing  and  new  stairways  costing  over 
$5,000.00.  If  the  Board  has  the  power  to  do  this,  it  could 
disburse  the  whole  of  an  appropriation,  even  though  con- 
tracts binding  upon  the  City  for  the  entire  amount  had 
previously  been  made.     This  it  cannot  do. 

Nor  does  the  fact  that  Johnston's  contract  with  the  City 
was  not  legally  executed  make  any  material  difference  in 
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the  situation.  Councils  having  detennined  the  amount  to 
be  expended  upon  the  building  the  Board  may  not  exceed 
it,  and  is  bound  to  apply  the  funds  to  its  credit  to  the  pur- 
pose designated  by  Councils.  If  it  attempts  to  use  funds 
for  other  than  designated  purposes,  or'  to  contract  for  work 
in  excess  of  the  amount  appropriated,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Coijtroller  to  refuse  to  countersign  the  warrant  in  the  one 
case,  and  the  contract  in  the  other.  Without  being  coun- 
tersigned by  the  Controller  and  charged  against  the  proper 
item,  as  required  by  the  Act  of  1885,  the  contract  is  in- 
valid, and  cannot  be  enforced  against  the  City,  it  being  the 
duty  of  the  contractor  to  see  that  these  provisions  of  the 
law  are  complied  with. 

T  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  Ordinance  of 
Councils  of  June  30th,  1902,  directing  the  payment  of 
$'7(),375.00  to  Robert  S.  Johnston  out  of  the  balance  of 
the  appropriation  for  the  completion  of  the  Boys'  High 
School  is  binding  upon  the  Board  of  Public  Education, 
and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  City  Controller  to  refuse  to 
countersign  contracts  for  the  additional  work  referred  to 
in  your  communication.
